The  following  message  from  the  Governor  was  received  and 
read: 

GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

To  THE  Legislature:  The  growth  of  the  State  during  the 
past  year  has  been  rapid  and  continuous,  the  bulk  of  immigration 
having  apparently  been  directed  to  the  western  and  southwestern 
portions.  Ford,  Barbour,  Harper,  Ness  and  Comanche  counties 
have  heea  organized  under  the  general  law.  A  significant  and 
cheering  indication  of  the  fiit^ure  of  the  State  is  found  in  the 
gradual  extension  of  settl^nent  and  the  corresponding  extension 
of  our  frontier  limit.  The  crude  and  erroneous  ideas  which 
formerly  prevailed  as  to  the  adaptability  of  a  very  large  propor- 
tion of  our  soil  to  profitable  cultivation — ideas  which  took  form 
in  the  earlier  geographies,  and  in  the  romances  of  early  adven- 
turers— have  beai  exploded  by  the  test  of  actual  experiment, 
and  individual  enterprise  has  so  fiur  extended  its  operations  as 
effectually  to  demonstrate  the  capacity  of  the  State  to  support 
with  its  productions  many  millions  of  inhabitants.  The  history 
of  the  nation  furnishes  no  parallel  to  the  rapid  growth  of  our 
State,  whether  in  population  or  in  the  varied  evidences  of  pro- 
dudtive  wealth.  Substantial  improvements  among  the  older  set- 
tlements are  not  less  noticeable  than  the  multiplication  of  new 
farms  and  the  establishment  of  new  communities.  To  this  end 
the  enlargement  of  the  means  of  inter-communication  by  the  con- 
struction of  railways,  the  increased  and  increasing  interest  mani- 
fested in  the  cause  of  popular  education,  and  the  comparative 
financial  independence,  secured  by  increased  production,  have 
largely  contributed.  The  fruits  of  the  labor  devoted  to  the  im- 
provement of  fences  and  farm-houses ;  to  the  planting  of  trees ; 
to  the  erection  of  excellent  school  buildings,  and  to  the  number- 
less enterprises,  general,  local  and  individual,  which  tend  to  the 
advancement  of  civilization,  arrest  the  attention  of  the  observant 
visitor,  and  are  full  of  hope  to  the  thoughtfhl  citizen.  Wherein 
legislation  may  be  made  effective  in  promoting  a  continuation  of 
such  enterprise,  it  is  your  duty  to  legislate,  as  it  is  the  duty  of  all 
citizens  to  encourage  it  by  their  influence  and  example. 
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THE   FINANCIAL  CRISIS, 

If  the  progress  of  our  State  has  been  remarkably  rapid,  it  has 
doubtless  been  somewhat  impeded  by  the  financial  crisis  which 
has  so  recently  prevailed,  and  from  which  we  have  not  yet  entirely 
recovered.  To  the  precipitation  of  this  crisis  many  causes  have 
contributed,  the  principal  among  which,  perhaps,  are  the  mania 
for  unprofitable  railroad  building  upon  borrowed  capital,  and 
the  absorption  of  capital  through  the  iniquitous  process  of  "water- 
ing stocks."  To  such  an  extent  has  the  system  of  borrowing  upon 
inadequate  or  worthless  securities  been  carried,  that  American 
credit  abroad  is  now  utterly  prostrated,  except  as  regards  such 
undoubted  securities  as  are  beyond  the  reach  of  material  depre- 
ciation. To  these  causes  of  disaster  is  to  be  added,  in  my  judg- 
ment, the  manifest  tendency  of  Government  policy  prematurely 
to  hasten  the  return  of  specie  payments  by  undue  contraction  of 
our  present  circulating  medium.  The  business  interests  of  the 
West  demand  more  rather  than  less  currency,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  Congress  will  correct  the  vicious  policy  which  has 
increased,  if  it  has  not  directly  occasioned,  the  embarrassments 
of  the  country.  The  monopoly  of  the  national  banks  ought  to 
be  summarily  disposed  of,  and  a  free  banking  system  established. 

STATE  FINANCES. 

The  reports  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  exhibit  the  financial 
icondition  of  the  State.  Our  total  liabilities  are  $1,345,400.67, 
And  our  resources  $576,878.51.  Of  our  bonded  debt,  $635,125 
belongs  to  the  permanent  school  and  sinking  funds,  and  is  in  the 
vaults  of  the  treasury. 

The  receipts  into  the  treasury  for  the  general  revenue  fund 
during  the  past  year  amount  to  $744,856.99,  and  the  expenses  of 
the  Government,  as  apppears  by  the  exhibit  of  warrants  issued  by 
the  Auditor,  $446,376.76.  There  has  also  been  paid  out,  in  the 
redemption  of  warrants  outstanding  at  the  b^inning  of  the  last 
fiscal  year,  upwards  of  $200,000,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury 
belonging  to  this  j^nd  of  $86,001.16.  For  the  first  time  since 
the  organization  of  the  State,  the  year  has  closed  with  no  war- 
rants outstanding,  and  a  balance  in  the  treasury.  Since  the  20th 
of  January  last,  our  State  warrants  have  been  as  good  as  the 
national  currency.  It  is  hoped  that  our  financial  interests  may 
be  so  managed  in  the  future  as  to  continue  this  condition  of 
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affiurs.  To  insure  this,  it  is  necessary  that  a  due  r^ard  for 
economy  should  be  observed  in  all  public  matters.  Extravagance 
in  public  expenditures  should  at  all  times  be  avoided,  but  it  is 
especially  important  now,  because  of  the  general  depression  of 
business  and  the  consequent  scarcity  of  money.  Measures  pro- 
viding for  the  expenditure  of  money  should  be  care^Uy  consid- 
ered.   The  appropriation  bills  cannot  be  too  rigidly  scrutinized. 

A  very  small  proportion  of  the  tax  which  the  people  are  annu- 
ally called  upon  to  pay  is  for  State  purposes.  The  levy  last  year, 
to  supply  the  general  revenue  fund,  was  four  mills  on  the  dollar. 
If  it  can  be  reduced  below  that  figure  this  year,  without  detriment 
to  the  public  interest,  it  should  be  done. 

The  mauner  in  which  the  funds  belonging  in  the  treasury  have 
been  kept  has  been  a  subject  of  much  discussion.  An  examination 
of  the  reports  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer,  and  the  several 
reports  of  the  board  of  State  officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  examine 
into  the  condition  of  the  treasury,  will  give  you  full  information 
upon  this  subject. 

THE  TAX  LAWS. 

The  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  to  meet  necessary  public 
expenditures  should  be  so  regulated  by  law  as  to  give  the 
greatest  possible  liberty  and  accommodation  to  the  citizen  con- 
sistent with  a  careful  regard  to  sound  financial  policy.  The  tax 
laws  contain  one  provision  which  deserves  your  early  consider- 
ation. I  refer  to  the  clause  which  provides  that  all  tax-sale 
certificates  shall  draw  int^est  at  the  rate  of  fi%  per  c^it.  per 
annum.  To  secure  the  prompt  payment  of  taxes  is  the  object 
sought  to  be  accomplished  by  this  law.  A  failure  in  the  collection 
of  die  necessary  revenue  might  seriously  cripple  our  financial 
credit;  hence  the  necessity  for  the  establishment  of  a  rate  of 
interest  which  makes  it  to  the  advantage  of  every  citizen  to  pay 
his  taxes  promptly  when  due.  The  present  rate  is,  however,  ia 
my  judgment,  higher  than  is  necessary,  and  might  with  safety  be 
reduced  to  twenty-five  per  cent  Money  is  not  worth  twenty-five 
per  cent,  in  any  legitimate  business,  and  no  citizen  who  has  the 
means  with  which  to  pay  his  tax  when  due  can  afford  to  allow  it, 
drawing  interest  at  that  rate,  to  remain  unpaid. 

Your  consideration  is  called  to  the  feasibility  of  so  changing 
the  law  as  to  make  semi-annual  payments  of  taxes  optional  with 
the  tax-payer.    The  payment  of  taxes  to  meet  disbursements 
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covering  the  entire  year,  is  now  made  in  the  main,  under  onr 
arbitrary  and  exacting  system,  between  the  first  of  November 
and  tenth  of  January.  The  producer  is  compelled  to  go  into  a 
fiill  market  with  his  products,  at  an  unfavorable  season,  to  obtain 
money  with  which  to  pay  his  tax,  a  large  portion  of  which  remaini^ 
in  the  treasury,  unused,  for  months.  By  making  the  payments 
semi-annually,  say  in  November  and  May,  and  providing  for  a 
small  discount  for  fiiU  payment  in  November,  the  public  interest 
would  be  equally  well  served  and  protected,  and  the  producer 
who  might  desire  to  take  advantage  of  a  spring  market,  in  the 
disposal  of  his  commodities,  would  be  greatly  benefited. 

CUSTODY  OF  COUNTY   FUNDS. 

Becent  dedications  of  county  treasurers  have  directed  attention 
to  the  necessity  of  limiting  the  now  absolute  control  which  the 
custodians  of  public  funds  have  over  those  funds.  The  subject 
is  a  difficult  one  to  deal  with.  The  choice  of  a  person  for  treas- 
urer presupposes  a  popular  belief  in  his  integrity.  The  exaction 
of  a  heavy  bond,  with  apparently  adequate  security,  implies  that 
no  loss  can  possibly  accrue  to  the  treasury.  Yet  such  losses  are 
of  frequent  occurrence,  and  it  is  seldom  that  the  treasury  is  fully 
reimbursed  by  the  securities.  The  dispatch  of  business  requires 
that  some  degree  of  confidence  should  be  reposed  in  public  officers. 
This  confidence,  however,  should  not  be  permitted  to  take  the 
place  of  the  most  rigid  safeguards,  but  should  be  accompanied 
by  them.  All  experience  proves  that  that  system  is  the  most 
repressive  of  theft  and  peculation  which  provides  the  greatest 
number  of  checks  upon  the  custodian  of  public  funds.  It  is  for 
you  to  consider  what,  if  any,  additional  checks  should  be  imposed 
upon  our  treasurers.  It  occurs  to  me  that,  for  instance,  a  system 
of  duplicate  accounts  might  be  devised  which  would  render  de- 
falcation impossible  without  the  concurrence  of  the  county  clerk. 
A  rigid  examination  of  the  condition  of  the  treasury  by  properly 
authorized  persons  should  be  made  as  often  as  once  a  month,  and 
the  result,  verified  by  affidavit,  made  public.  It  should  not  be 
deemed  sufficient  to  show  that  the  accounts  are  properly  kept, 
and  that  all  the  moneys  received  have  been  properly  entered; 
but  the  examination  should  show  that  the  actual  cash  is  where  it 
is  represented  to  be.  It  seems  to  me  that  such  a  system,  or  some- 
thing approximating  to  it,  would  speedily  expose  irregularities, 
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:and  render  any  large  defalcatioii^  extremely  improbable;  while  it 
would  tend  to  divide  a  responsibility  too  heavy  to  be  borne  by  a, 
:single  person. 

AS8E88MEKT  OF   RAILROADS. 

The  law  providing  for  the  assessment,  for  purposes  of  taxation, 
of  railroad  property,  is  much  complained  o£  This  complaiut 
rests  upon  the  assumption  that  the  law,  in  its  operation,  discrim" 
inates  in  favor  of  the  railroad  corppratioQS  in  that  it  admits  of, 
juid  results  in,  a  valuation  of  their  property  at  a  lower  figure, 
comparatively,  than  property  employed  in  other  enterprise^.  In 
the  fifth  clause  of  section  seven,  of  the  railroad  assessment  act, 
approved  March  2,  1871,  it  is  provided  that  ''the  average  gnm 
receipts,  per  mile,  of  the  road  assessed,  for  the  year  endiiig  De- 
cember 31,  preceding,  shall  he  prima  fade  evidence  of  the  value, 
per  mile,  of  such  railroad." 

With  our  system  of  taxation  this  provision  is,  unquestionably, 
at  variance.  The  constitution  directs  the  l^islature  to  "provide 
for  a  uniform  and  equal  rate  of  assessment  and  taxation,"  If  we 
were  to  adopt  the  ''gross  receipts"  of  all  business  as  a  measure 
of  the  value  of  the  capital  employed  therein,  we  would,  perhaps, 
conform  to  the  constitution;  but  not  so  if  we,  as  in  the  present 
instance,  so  provide  for  but  one  class  of  business. 

This  clause  of  the  law  should  be  repealed  for  another  reason : 
It  is  wrong  in  principle.  Legislation  for  the  benefit  of  any  par< 
tioular  class  of  citizens,  or  any  particular  interest,  to  the  exclusioq 
and  detriment  of  others,  is  not  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  the 
.  age  in  which  we  live,  and  should  not  be  tolerated. 

With  the  exception  of  the  clause  referred  to,  the  statute  inen- 
tioned  seems  to  have  received  the  sanction  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State. 

THE  PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Penitentiary,  the  reorganization  of 
t;he  various  public  institutions,  by  the  appointment  of  new  boajrds 
of  regents  and  trustees,  was  provided  for  by  the  Lt^pislature  at 
its  last  session.  The  officers  mentioned  in  the  act  were  duly 
appointed,  and  the  reorganization  of  the  institutions  was  perfect^ 
early  in  April.  Under  the  management  of  these  boards  the 
institutions  have  been  in  operation  nine  months,  and  I  am  now 
gratified  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  care  exercised  in  making  the 
appointments  was  not  misapplied. 
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State  Univebsity. — ^This  inBtitution  continues  to  prosper, 
and  is  growing  in  influence  and  public  favor.  During  the  past 
year  the  University  graduated  its  first  class.  The  total  number 
in  attendance  during  the  year  was  239.  Students  were  present 
from  twenty-nine  counties  in  the  State,  and  from  thirteen  States 
of  the  Union.  The  University  is  an  honor  to  the  State,  and  with 
a  wise  and  liberal  State  policy,  is  destined  to  become  one  of  the 
first  educational  institutions  of  the  country. 

The  reports  of  the  board  of  regents  and  other  ofiicers  are  sub- 
mitted for  your  consideration. 

Agricultural  College. — This  institution  has  started  on  a 
new  career.  The  newly-appointed  regents  propose  to  make  it 
what  Congress,  in  providing  for  its  endowment,  contemplated  it 
should  be — a  practical  school,  where  agriculture  and  the  mechanic 
arts  are  to  be  taught.  An  increased  interest  in  the  institution, 
throughout  the  State,  is  the  result.  The  cause  of  industrial  edu- 
cation has  many  enthusiastic  friends  in  Kansas,  who  hope  to  see 
demonstrated,  in  the  success  which  they  predict  for  the  present 
management  of  the  Agricultural  Collie,  the  practicability  of 
the  system  and  the  good  results  which,  they  claim,  should  flow 
from  it  to  the  laboring  classes. 

The  regents  report  that  "the  present  buildings  are  wholly  inade- 
quate," and  insist  that  "the  time  has  come  when  prudence  and 
economy,  as  well  as  honor,  and  a  just  regard  for  the  interests  of 
the  industrial  classes  of  Kansas,  imperatively  call  for  the  imme- 
diate erection  of  suitable  buildings  and  shops." 

Those  in  charge  of  this  institution  have  undertaken  a  great 
work,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  may  receive  proper  encourage- 
ment'from  the  Legislature. 

Normal  Schools. — ^The  r^ents  of  the  State  Normal  School 
at  Emporia  report  the  number  of  students  in  attendance  during 
the  year  at  218,  against  190  for  the  previous  year.  Twenty-eight 
counties  of  the  State  have  been  represented  at  this  school,  and 
students  have  been  present  from  nine  different  States. 

The  Leavenworth  Normal  School  has  had  enrolled  in  its  classes, 
ninety-nine,  and  nine  hundred  have  been  in  attendance  at  the 
model  school  connected  with  it.  Sixteen  counties  in  Kansas  are 
represented  in  the  institution,  and  the  names  of  students  from 
Missouri,  Illinois,  Ohio,  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  are  found 
on  its  rolls. 
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The  success  of  the  Normal  Schools  speaks  well  for  their 
managemeut. 

Insane  Asylum. — ^The  trustees  of  the  Insane  Asylum  report 
one  hundred  and  twenty-one  patients  in  that  institution.  The 
present  building  affords  accommodation  for  but  eighty  patients, 
and,  in  endeavoring  to  care  for  the  unfortunate  ones  who  apply 
for  admission,  those  in  charge  have  allowed  the  asylum  to  become 
unduly  crowded.  Many  have,  however,  been  refused  admission 
for  want  of  room,  and  the  trustees  report  that  there  are  more 
than  two  hundred  insane  people  in  the  State,  for  whose  accommo- 
dation there  is  no  provision.  Nothing  more  need  be  said  to  show 
the  necessity  for  action,  by  you,  in  providing  for  additional  room 
in  this  institution.  It  is  a  shame  that  it  has  been  so  long  neg- 
lected. 

Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum. — ^The  average  attendance  at  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum,  for  the  past  year,  has  been  sixty.  There 
are  fifty-two  pupils  now  in  attendance,  and  seventy-seven  have 
been  enrolled  during  the  year. 

The  new  building  provided  for  by  the  last  Legislature  is  nearly 
completed,  and  will,  it  is  anticipated,  be  ready  for  occupancy  by 
the  first  of  February.  The  appropriation  for  that  purpose  has 
been  judiciously  and  economically  expended. 

Blind  Asylum. — ^The  trustees  report  the  Blind  Asylum  in  a 
prosperous  condition.  -The  number  of  pupils  is  rapidly  increas- 
ing. There  are  ample  accommodations,  however,  for  all  who  are 
likely  to  be  present  for  several  years. 

Penitentiary. — The  warden  reports  three  hundred  and  forty 
convicts  in  the  Penitentiary.  Of  this  number  one  hundred  and 
forty-seven  were  received  since  the  last  report.  Seventy-five 
boys,  ranging  from  fifteen  to  twenty  years  of  age,  have  been 
inmates  of  this  institution  during  the  year.  The  Penitentiary  is 
not  a  suitable  place  for  these  young  malefactors.  They  should 
be  sent  to  a  house  of  correction  or  reform  school,  and  I  hope  that 
the  Legislature  will,  ere  long,  provide  for  such  an  institutioi^ 

There  has  been  some  doubt  as  to  the  powers  of  the  directors  to 
let,  by  contract,  the  labor  of  the  convicts.  The  experience  of 
other  States  proves  that  the  contract  system  is  the  best.  In  some 
instances,  where  the  penitentiaries  have  been  heretofore  a  heavy 
burden  upon  the  commonwealth,  by  the  adoption  of  this  system 
they  are  made  to  yield  to  the  State  a  large  revenue. 
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I  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  which  shall  give  to  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  Penitentiary  the  power  to  let,  by  con- 
tract, the  convict  labor. 

The  law  for  the  reorganization  of  the  State  institutions  also 
provides  for  the  creation  of  a  commission  to  visit  and  examine 
them.  The  commissioners,  consisting  of  Hon.  J.  C.  Wilson,  C. 
8.  Brodbent,  Esq.,  and  Hon.  Charles  Puffer,  have  devoted  much 
time  and  labor  to  the  performance  of  the  duty  imposed  upon 
them  by  the  law.  Their  labor  has  been  productive  of  much 
good,  and  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature  in  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  the  commissioners  has  been  amply  demonstrated. 
The  report  of  the  commissioners  is  herewith  submitted  for  your 
consideration. 

THE  COMMON  SCHOOLS. 

The  cause  of  education  continues  to  receive  its  due  share  of 
attention.  New  school  houses  are  being  erected,  new  districts 
formed,  and  the  number  in  attendance  at  the  public  schoiols  is 
rapidly  increasing.  The  safety  of  our  republican  institutions 
depends  mainly  upon  the  education  of  the  masses  of  the  people. 
In  our  government  the  voter  is  the  ruler.  He  makes  the  laws 
and  executes  them.  It  is  of  the  first  importance,  therefore,  that 
he  should  be  prepared  to  perform  his  duties  in  an  intelligent 
manner.  The  education  of  the  masses  of  the  people  is  the  educa- 
tion of  the  governing  powers  of  the  nation.  The  degree  of  intel- 
ligence which  prevails  in  that  governing  power  is  felt  in  every 
branch  of  the  government.  The  action  of  the  Legislature  is  but 
the  echo  of  it — justice  is  administered  by  it.  It  is  exceedingly 
gratifying,  therefore,  to  note  the  progress  made  in  our  State  in 
the  cause  of  popular  education. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  reports  4,004  school 
districts,  an  increase  during  the  year  of  585;  121,690  persons 
enrolled  in  the  public  schools,  an  increase  of  15,027 ;  3,138  school 
houses,  an  increase  of  696;  the  value  of  school  houses,  $3,408,- 
956.00,  an  increase  of  $563,693.42.  The  interest-bearing  securi- 
ties belonging  to  the  permanent  school  fund  now  amount  to 
$1,003,688.99;  $244,586.00  of  this  amount  has  been  added  to 
this  fund  during  the  past  year. 

FIVE   PER  CENT.  ON   PUBLIC   LANDS. 

There  has  been  received  from  the  General  Government,  during 
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the  past  year,  under  the  fifth  clause  of  the  third  section  of  the 
act  of  Congress  admitting  Kansas  into  the  Union,  the  sum  of 
440,615.87.  This  money  has  heen  turned  into  the  treasury,  and 
added  to  the  permanent  school  fund  of  the  State. 

An  equitable  construction  of  the  law  leads  to  the  conclusion 
that  there  is  now  due  from  the  United  States  to  this  State,  under 
the  clause  of  the  act  of  admission  above  referred  to,  a  large  sum 
of  money.  The  act  provided  that  we  should  receive  five  per  cent, 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  public  lands  within  the  State,  thereafter 
to  be  sold.  .  The  general  land  office  has  allowed  the  State  its  per 
<)ent  on  the  sale  of  such  lands  only  as  are  sold  for  cash,  through 
the  various  land  offices,  the  proceeds  of  which  go  into  the  treas- 
ury of  the  United  States.  I  insist  that  the  law  admits  of  an 
interpretation  very  different  from  that  placed  upon  it  by  the  land 
office — that  the  term  '*  public  lands,"  as  used  in  the  act  of  admis- 
sion, includes  all  Indian  lands  which  have  been,  by  the  General 
Government,  sold  and  patented.  The  amount  which  would  accrue 
to  the  State,  if  my  view  of  the  law  should  prevail,  has  not  been 
ascertained,  because  of  the  inability  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
rior, on  account  of  an  insufficient  clerical  force,  to  furnish  a  list 
of  the  Indian  lands  sold  within  the  State.  The  sum  would,  how- 
ever, be  quite  large. 

There  are  those  who  believe  that  the  law,  liberally  construed, 
includes  the  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  State  entered  under 
military  land  warrants.  A  movement  is  in  progress  in  several 
of  the  Western  States  where  a  similar  provision  of  law  applies, 
having  for  its  object  a  recovery  from  the  (General  Government, 
under  this  construction  of  the  law,  and  they  have  provided  for 
the  employment  of  attorneys  to  prosecute  the  claim  in  the  proper 
departments,  and,  if  necessary,  in  the  courts. 

The  amount  involved  in  the  decision  of  these  questions  will 
insure  a  vigorous  resistance  and  strong  opposition,  and  the  col- 
lection of  the  claim  wUl  be  attended  with  difficulty.  To  the  end 
that  the  claim  may  be  properly  presented  and  prosecuted,  and 
that  Kansas  may  co-operate  with  her  sister  States,  I  recommend 
the  passage  of  a  joint  resolution  authorizing  the  employment  of « 
an  attorney  to  prosecute  such  claim.  The  resolution  should  pro- 
vide that  the  attorney  employed  by  virtue  thereof  should  receive 
no  compensation  for  his  services  until  the  final  determination  of 
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the  matter  in  dispute,  and  then  only  in  ease  of  recovery  by  the 
State. 

CONSTITUTIONAL    CONVENTION. 

In  my  message  of  last  year  the  attention  of  the  Legislature 
was  directed  to  a  number  of  defects  in  the  fundamental  law  of 
the  State,  and  the  passage  of  an  act  submitting  to  the  people  a 
proposition  for  a  constitutional  convention  was  recommended. 
That  recommendation  is  now  repeated.  The  constitution  is,  in 
many  particulars,  inconsistent  with  itself.  Its  defects  are  numer- 
ous— too  numerous  to  justify  a  belief  that  they  can  be  cured  by 
amendment,  in  the  ordinary  way. 

MUNICIPAL  BONDS. 

A  wise  provision  of  the  constitution  limits  the  public  debt  to- 
a  mere  nominal  figure  when  compared  with  our  resources,  present 
and  prospective.  The  benefits  which  have  accrued  from  that 
provision  will  be  shared  by  those  who  are  to  come  after  us.  It 
has  been  a  frequent  subject  of  complaint  that,  with  resources 
comparatively  undeveloped,  and  in  a  period  of  infancy,  we  have 
attempted  too  much;  that  our  public  institutions  are  too  numer- 
ous and  costly;  and  that  by  means  of  excessive  taxation  we  have 
anticipated  the  necessities  of  the  future.  If  such  has  been  the 
tendency  under  our  present  system,  it  may  readily  be  conjectured 
how  greatly  that  tendency  would  have  been  aggravated  under  a 
system  which  permits  an  unlimited  issue  of  public  securities. 

Unhappily  the  constitution  has  imposed  no  such  restraint  upon 
the  various  local  organizations.  Bonds  have  been  voted  without 
stint  for  public  improvements  of  divers  character,  but  mainly  to 
aid  in  the  construction  of  railways.  In  many  cases  they  have 
been  issued  unnecessarily;  in  many  the  proceeds  have  been  mis- 
applied, while  all  have  been  subjected  to  a  heavy  discount  in 
negotiation ;  so  that  the  sum  of  their  proceeds  devoted  to  the 
works  for  which  they  were  intended  has  fallen  far  short  of  the 
total  amount  upon  which  the  tax-payers  are  compelled  to  pay 
interest,  and  also  provide  a  sinking-fund  for  the  ultimate  redemp- 
tion of  the  principal.  The  extent  to  which  this  system  of  voting 
bonds  has  been  carried  may  properly  be  characterized  as  reckless 
in  the  extreme.  Financial  embarrassment  and  impaired  credit 
are  the  inevitable  results.  Nor  do  the  evil  consequences  stop 
here.     The  favorite  argument  for  voting  bonds  is  that  such  a 
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policy  will  hasten  settlement  and  promote  development;  while 
the  other  consideration,  that  high  taxes  keep  away  the  very  class 
of  people  we  most  need — those  with  capital — is  generally  alto- 
gether lost  sight  of.  At  the  hest,  the  system  is  one  of  legalized 
confiscation,  and  the  people  are  to  be  congratulated  that  it  is  fast 
falling  into  disrepute. 

Connected  with  this  general  subject  are  four  special  considerar 
tions  to  which  your  attention  should  be  directed : 

First — The  courts  have  held  thdt  bonds  in  the  hands  of  inno- 
cent holders  are  valid,  no  matter  how  widely  or  fraudulently  the 
stipulated  conditions  precedent  to  their  issue  were  departed  from. 
The  people  are,  therefore,  held  both  for  principal  and  interest^ 
even  though,  by  fiedlure  of  the  conditions,  no  warrant  remained 
for  their  issue  and  negotiation.  Severe  penalties  should  be  pro- 
vided for  the  punishment  of  local  officers  or  other  persons 
intrusted  with  any  duty  connected  with  the  issue  of  bonds,  who 
shall  neglect  such  duty,  or  who  shall  in  any  respect  vary  the  con- 
ditions upon  which  such  bonds  were  voted. 

Second — I  earnestly  recommend  such  an  amendment  of  the 
general  laws  on  the  subject  as  will  restrain  any  county,  township 
or  city  from  incurring  a  bonded  indebtedness  in  excess  of  five 
per  cent,  of  its  assessed  valuation. 

Third — ^The  sinking  fund  which  has  acumulated  for  the  re- 
demption of  bonds  should  be  profitably  employed.  At  present 
this  fund  remains  in  the  various  treasuries,  or  is  employed  in 
private  speculation;  in  either  event  it  draws  no  interest.  The 
law  should  require  it  to  be  invested  in  the  bonds  of  the  various 
municipalities,  purchased  at  the  lowest  market  rate,  preference 
being  given  to  those  particular  bonds  for  the  redemption  of  which 
the  fund  is  provided. 

Fourth — ^The  State  Treasurer  suggests  some  difiSculties  in  the 
way  of  the  execution  of  the  law  of  1872,  which  provides  for  the 
payment  of  municipal  bonds,  and  the  interest  thereon,  through 
the  State  treasury.  The  law  has  not  been  generally  observed,  the 
payment  of  interest,  except  in  a  comparatively  few  cases,  having 
been  paid  by  the  county  treasurers.  Under  the  tax  laws  county* 
treasurers  make  their  semi-annual  settlements  with  the  State 
Treasurer  on  the  20th  of  January  and  the  1st  of  July,  while  the 
interest  on  these  bonds  is  generally  made  payable  on  the  firist  of 
January  and  July.     If  the  law  of  1872  is  to  be  made  effective 
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the  tax  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  have'  the  money  for  the 
payment  of  interest  in  the  State  treasury  at  least  thirty  days  prior 
to  the  time  when  such  interest  is  payable.  If  this  change  in  the 
U^  law  shall  not  be  made,  the  law  providing  for  the  payment  of 
municipa]  bonds  through  the  State  treasury  should  be  repealed. 

AGRICULTURE. 

The  report  of  the  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture 
gives  evidence  of  marked  progress  in  this,  the  leading  industry 
of  the  State.  The  farmers  are  devoting  especial  care  and  atten- 
tion to  the  growth  and  breeding  of  stock.  They  find  this  to  be 
much  more  profitable  than  any  other  branch  of  agriculture. 
Raising  com  for  exportation  is  not  a  remunerative  business. 
Thirty  cents  per  bushel  is  the  average  price  at  which  the  corn 
crop  has  b«in  sold  during  the  past  year,  and  this,  it  is  found,  will 
scarcely  pay  for  the  labor  required  in  its  production ;  whereas, 
even  at  the  present  low  quotations,  it  can  be  made  to  realize  for 
the  farmer,  by  being  fed  to  stock,  from  fifty  to  sixty  cents  per 
bushel. 

It  is  cause  for  congratulation  that  attention  is  being  directed 
to  the  importance  of  a  more  diversified  production.  Many  crops, 
but  a  few  years  since  entirely  unknown  to  the  State,  are  now  being 
successfully  produced  here.  Handsome  profits  are  being  realized 
fron^  the  cultivation  of  cotton,  hemp,  flax-seed,  tobacco,  and 
castor  beans. 

Agriculture  is  the  chief  occupation  of  our  people,  and  should 
receive  your  fostering  care. 

MANUFACTURES. 

A  variety  of  concurring  causes  render  it  certain,  as  I  have 
already  intimated,  that  Kansas  will  be  ranked  in  the  future,  as 
she  is  at  the  present  time,  as  essentially  an  agricultural  and  stock- 
producing  State.  While  this  is  undeniably  true,  it  is  equally 
certain  that  the  State  is  not  without  numerous,  varied  and  admi- 
rable facilities  for  many  branches  of  manufiEtcture.  Our  coal 
beds  are  inexhaustible;  water-power  is  abundant;  salt,  gjrpsum, 
fire-clay,  ochre  and  lead  are  found  in  many  portions  of  the  State. 
A  prolific  soil  guarantees  ample  production  and  comparatively 
cheap  rates  of  living.  It  is  true  that  manufacturing  enterprises 
of  encouraging  magnitude  and  variety  have  been  established  in 
different  localities,  but  the  progress  made  in  this  direction  has

not  been  so  rapid  as  it  should  have  been.  Many  of  the  articles 
which  are  now  imported  from  other  States,  and  from  foreign 
conntries,  could  be  profitably  manu&ctured  here,  and  the  pur- 
chase money  kept  at  home.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the 
large  and  constantly  growing  class  of  &rming  implements,  fbr 
which  the  demand,  already  large,  must  continue  to  increase  with 
the  progress  of  settiement  and  cultivation.  This  interest  deserves^ 
and  will,  I  doubt  not,  receive  your  enlightened  consideration. 

GEOLOGICAL  AND  TOPOGRAPHICAL  SURVEY. 

It  has  been  urged,  with  much  force  and  justice,  that  our  resour-. 
ces>  especially  those  valuable  ores  which  underlie  the  surface  of 
the  earth,  have  not  been  sufficientiy  made  known,  and  that  con- 
sequendy  but  limited  investments  have  been  made  for  their  devel* 
opment  It  occurs  to  me  that  a  thorough  geologioal^survey,  die 
results  to  be  printed  and  widely  circulated,  would  contribute 
largely  to  the  remedying  of  diis  defect  It  has  been  suggested^ 
also,  diat  an  official  survey  of,  and  reliable  report  upon  the 
available  water-power  of  the  State  oould  be  procured  at  moderate 
cost,  and  would  prove  highly  advantageous  in  every  respect  I 
recommend  the  subject  to  your  earnest  attention.  Prudent 
eeonomists  will  not  neglect  the  future  in  praiseworthy  zeal  fbr 
the  present  interests  of  a  great  commonwealth. 

MEKNONITEB  AKD  FRIENDS. 

You  have  been  made  acquainted  with  the  fkct  diat  a  consider- 
able number  of  Mennonites  from  other  States  and  from  foreign 
countries  are  settling  in  the  southwestern  portion  of  this  State* 
The  beKef,  rdigiouB  and  general,  of  this  meritorious  class  of 
persons  assimilates  very  closely,  I  am  informed,  to  that  entertained 
by  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  They  ask  that  the  law  be 
so  amended  that  they  may  be  relieved  from  military  duty  without 
the  payment  of  any  fine  or  penalty.  It  is  hoped  that  large  accea- 
sions  may  be  mad^  to  the  number  of  these  worthy  setders,  and  it 
may  properly  be  considered  whether  any  class  of  people  who  are 
conscientiouBly  opposed  to  the  bearing  of  arms  should  be  com- 
pelled to  pay  an  onerous  tax  to  be  relieved  therefrom.  It  strikes 
me  as  incongruous  that  sincere  religious  convictions  should  be 
made  taxable  by  our  laws. 

REFORM   IN   LEGISLATION. 

It  has  been  usual  to  fritter  away  the  greater  portion  of  the 
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session  of  the  Legislature,  and  then  crowd  through  the  business 
during  the  last  few  days.  The  disposition  to  legislate  is  concur- 
rent with  the  desire  to  b^  paid  for  it;  and  as  the  end  of  the  fifty 
days  to  which  payment  is  limited  draws  near,  members  b^in  to 
think  of  their  return  home,  and  measures  of  importance  are 
crowded  through  with  inordinate  haste,  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rules.  These  reach  the  Govemolr  in  such  profusion  during  the 
closing  hours,  that  he  cannot  even  read,  much  less  consider,  a 
large  portion  of  them,  and  is  therefore  compelled  to  exercise  an 
unusual  degree  of  &ith,  or  by  withholding  his  approval  render 
nugatory  much  legislative  labor.  It  is  in  this  way,  too,  that 
incongruous,  ungrammatical,  immature,  and  often  dangerous, 
measures  creep  into  the  statute  book.  All  important  legislation 
should  be  entered  upon  during  the  early  days  of  the  session,  and 
perfected  as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  the  requisite  deliberation. 
Each  day  wasted,  and  each  day  which  the  session  is  unnecessarily 
ei(tended,  costs  the  people  more  than  five  hundred  dollars.  I  have 
determined  hereafter  to  approve  no  bill  which  I  have  not  had 
ample  opportunity  to  read  and  consider. 

BIENNIAL  SESSIONS. 

I  renew  my  recommendation  that  a  proposed  amendment  to  the 
constitution  providing  for  biennial  sessions  of  the  Legislature  be 
submitted  to  the  people.  The  system  gives  entire  satisfaction  in 
the  States  where  it  is  in  force,  and  as  it  would  relieve  the  people 
of  a  large  expense,  I  think  we  ought  to  adopt  it.  In  cases  of 
emergency  the  Legislature  could  be  convened  by  the  proclamation 
of  the  Grovemor,  as  is  now  provided,  while  an  additional  provision 
might  be  made  for  adjourned  sessions  when  necessary.  We  are 
burdened  with  too  much  legislation.  "  The  enactments  of  one 
session  are  scarcely  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  people  at  large 
before  they  are  repealed,  or  amended  beyond  recognition.  Biennial 
sessions  would  dispense  with  much  useless  legislation,  and  give  to 
the  people  a  more  general  knowledge  of  the  laws. 

CONGRESSIONAL   DISTRICTS. 

It  will  be  your  duty  to  divide  the  State  into  three  Congressional 
districts.  The  duty  is  imperative,  because  we  will  not  be  permitted, 
under  the  legislation  of  Congress,  to  elect  Representatives  upon 
a  general  ticket  hereafter.  The  districts  ought  to  be  established 
not  alone  with  a  view  to  present  equality  of  population,  but,  as 
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the  division  now  made  must  stand  until  after  the  apportionment 
based  upon  the  census  of  1880,  with  regard  also  to  population  in 
the  near  future.  The  conflicting  claims  of  candidates  and  local- 
ities have  postponed  this  work  for  two  sessions ;  they  should  not 
liave  a  feather's  weight  with  jou  now. 

06AGE  CEDED  LANDS. 

The  controversy  in  regard  to  the  title  of  the  Osage  ceded  lands 
is  not  yet  settled.  This  tract  of  land,  comprising  nearly  one 
million  of  acres,  was,  by  treaty  proclaimed  on  the  2l8t  of  Jan- 
uary, 1867,  ceded  to  the  United  States.  The  treaty  provides  that 
the  '4ands  shall  be  surveyed  and  sold  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  on  the  most  advantageous  terms,  for 
cash,  as  public  lands  are  surveyed  and  sold  under  existing  laws — 
including  any  act  granting  lands  to  the  State  of  Kansas  in  aid 
of  the  construction  of  a  railroad  through  said  lands — but  no 
pre-emption  claim  or  homestead  settlement  shall  be  recognized." 
The  land  was  eagerly  sought  after,  and  every  quarter-section  soon 
had  its  occupant.  There  seemed  to  be  ho  question  as  to  the 
policy  which  the  Government  would  pursue  in  disposing  of  the 
land.  It  was  contended  by  the  representatives  of  the  Crovem- 
ment,  as  well  as  the  settlers,  that  the  land  should  be  sold  as  pro- 
vided in  the  treaty,  on  the  most  advantageous  terms,  for  cash. 
The  policy  of  granting  lands  to  actual  settlers  only  had  at  that 
time  many  friends  in  Congress,  and  its  early  adoption  by  the 
Government  appeared  to  be  certain;  hence  the  conclusion  by  the 
settlers  that  when  the  lands  should  be  offered  for  sale,  the  Gov- 
ernment would  be  inclined  to  favor  those  who  had  gone  there,  in 
good  faith  to  settle  and  make  their  homes;  and  hence  the  expend- 
iture of  labor  and  money  by  the  settlers  in  the  improvement  of 
their  farms,  the  building  of  houses,  cultivation  of  orchards,  and 
establishment  of  schools. 

Since  these  settlements  and  improvements,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  has  decided  that  a  large  proportion  of  this  land  belongs 
io  the  Leavenworth,  Lawrence  A  Ghtlveston  Railroad  Company, 
and  the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway  Company,  under 
their  respective  grants  from  Congress  of  March  3,  1863,  and 
July  26,  1866.  The  acts  of  Congress  making  these  grants  were 
passed  before  the  ratification  of  the  treaty,  and  both  contained 
provisions  to  the  effect  that  all  lands  prior  thereto  reserved  for 
.any  purpose  whatever  should  be  excepted  from  the  operations  of 
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the  respective  acts,  except  so  &r  as  it  might  be  necessary  to  locate- 
the  routes  of  such  roads  through  such  reserved  lands.  Hus, 
notwithstanding  the  positive  prohibitions  in  the  acts  of  Congress, 
and  in  seeming  defiance  of  the  provision  of  the  treaty  which 
requires  that  it  should  be  sold  for  cash,  about  six  hundred  thou* 
sand  acres  of  this  body  of  land,  occupied  and  improved  by  actual 
settlers,  have  been  patented  to  the  railroad  companies  without 
any  consideration  whatever. 

The  settlers  claim  that  the  grants  never  attached  to  the  Osage 
ceded  landtf;  that  the  patents  issued  to  the  railroad  companies 
should  be  vacated ;  and  that  the  hwds  should  be  sold,  as  provided 
in  the  treaty,  on  the  most  advantageous  terms,  for  cash. 

The  growth  and  prosperity  of  that  part  of  the  State  immediately 
affected  are,  by  reason  of  this  controversy,  being  seriously  retarded,, 
and  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  entire  State  that  the 
dispute  should  foe  speedily  and  definitely  settled.  The  settlers 
cannot  enter  the  courts  for  the  purpose  of  inquiring  into  the 
validity  of  the  patents  issued  to  the  railroad  companies,  and  I 
am  unable  to  see  how  this,  the  real  question  in  the  controvercy, 
is  to  be  determined,  except  by  a  suit  in  behalf  of  the  Oovem- 
ment  of  the  United  States.  On  the  2d  of  September  last»  I 
addressed  a  communication  to  the  President,  in  which  I  called 
his  attention  to  this  land  controversy,  and  asked  hun  to  intercede 
in  behalf  of  the  settlers  and  the  State,  to  the  end  that  suits  might 
be  brought  in  the  Federal  courts  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the 
legality  of  the  claim  of  the  railroad  companies  to  the  lands  in 
question.  The  suggestions  contained  in  the  letter  were  allowed, 
to  go  unheeded,  and  no  such  suits  have  been  brought. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  more  than  twenty  thousand  people 
on  the  disputed  lands.  The  courts  of  the  country  are,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  controversy,  closed  against  them,  and  will  remain 
closed  unless  the  Government  of  the  United  States  should  come 
to  their  relief.  To  conclude  that  these  people  are  to  be  deprived 
of  their  homes  without  having  first  had  an  opportunity  to  test  the^ 
legal  questions  involved,  before  the  properly  constituted  judicial 
tribunals  of  the  country,  is  to  arraign  the  Grovernment  as  a  flagrant 
oppressor  and  wrongdoer.'  I  am  not  prepared  for  such  a  conclu- 
sion, but,  on  the  contrary,  believe  that  Congress  will,  if  pi*operly 
appealed  to  by  you,  adopt  such  legislation  as  will  result  in  a  final 
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settltoient  of  this  troublesome  controversy  by  the  properly  con- 
stituted courts. 

THE  DEBENTURE  LAW. 

The  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  ''to 
provide  for  the  incorporation  of  savings  and  trust  companies/' 
commonly  known  as  the  debenture  law,  contains  some  very 
objectionable  features,  add  should  be  repealed. 

MOBTOAQE  SXEXPTION. 

No  attention  has  been  paid  by  the  various  aooosnore  to  the  act 
exempting  mortgages  from  taxation.  A  car^il  examination  of 
the  question  satisfies  me  that  this  law  is  in  conflict  with  Ae 
provisions  of  the  constitution,  and  therefore  I  recommend  its 
repeal. 

CENTENNIAL  CELEBRATION. 

A  oommunication  from  Hon.  John  A.  Maartin,  United  States 
Centennial  GommisBioner  for  Eamas,  and  Hon.  Qeo.  A.  Crawford, 
altemale  oomnussioner,  recommending  the  creation  of  a  State 
board,  by  the  Legislature,  to  co-operate  with  them  in  securing  for 
the  State  a  proper  representation  of  its  resources  at  the  Centennial 
ItttomatioBal  Exhibition  to  be  held  at  Philadeli^ia  in  1876,  is 
herewith  laid  before  you.  The  comnranication  contains  many 
valuable  suggertions,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  reorive  thai 
consideration  which  the  importance  of  the  subject  of  which  it 
treats  seems  to  demand. 

SENATORIAL  ELECTION^. 

On  the  24th  of  March  last  Hon.  Alexander  Caldwell  tendered 
his  resignation  as  United  States  Senator  from  this  State,  and  on 
the  26Ui  day  of  November  I  appointed  Hon.  Robert  Crozier  to 
serve  in  his  stead  until  the  filling  of  the  vacancy  by  the  Legisla* 
ture.  Althi^ugh  this  duty  is  devolved  upon  you  exclusively,  the 
subject  suggests  considerations  which  may  be  appropriately  noted 
by  the  Executive. 

While  the  election  of  a  Senator  is  always  an  important  matter, 
it  cannot  justly  be  said  that  the  subject  has  not  received  at  least 
its  due  share  of  attention  in  this  State.  Indeed,  if  the  progress 
and  issue  of  our  Senatorial  contests  had  been  in  just  accord  with 
the  d^ree  of  popular  solicitude  which  they  have  evoked,  we 
should  have  reasons  for  congratulation  additional  to  those  conceded 
to  us  to-day.    Thoroughly  united  and  vigorously  directed,  the 
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predominant  public  sentiment  of  the  State  would  have  averted 
results  which  we  have  ample  reason  to  deplore.  But  unity  of 
purpose  and  a  common  direction  of  effort  have  not  usually  pre- 
vailed, and  the  issue  has  been  left  to  be  decided  by  the  superior 
energy  of  this,  or  the  unworthy  arts  of  that,  faction.  Important 
as  the  proper  choice  of  a  Senator  may  justly  be  considered,  it  is 
by  no  means  of  paramount  consequence.  The  beneficial  results 
of  judicious,  or  the  evil  consequences  of  bad  legislation,  may  be 
fraught  with  a  more  enduring  influence  upon  the  welfare  of  the 
State  than  the  success  of  the  best  or  worst  candidate  for  Senator. 
It  follows,  therefore,  that  there  must  be  a  certain  degree  of 
unhealthfulness  in  the  political  atmosphere  when  the  mere 
pendency  of  a  Senatorial  contest  is  permitted  to  dwarf  nearly 
every  other  consideration. 

If  the  popular  effervescence  were  confined  within  reasonable 
limits,  it  would  not  challenge  such  unqualified  oondemnation. 
But  its  fountain  seems  to  be  perennial.  The  election  of  a  Sena- 
tor has  served  hitherto  merely  to  intensify  popular  anxiety  and 
stimulate  new  hopes.  The  termination  of  one  contest  is  thus 
merely  preliminary  to  another,  and  a  continuous  broil,  to  which 
the  vital  interests  of  the  State  are  often  made  subsidiary,  is  the 
unhappy  consequence.  Individual  ambition,  always  contagious, 
in  such  an  atmosphere  becomes  epidemic,  and  corruption  issues 
from  it  as  certainly  as  miasma  ft*om  a  morass.  When  public 
opinion  shall  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  chief  purpose 
of  a  great  conmionwealth  is  not  the  creation  of  United  States 
Senators,  and  that  a  Senator,  whether  for  six  years  or  ''sixty 
days,"  can  neither  absolutely  insure  or  seriously  impede  its  prog- 
ress, conflicting  aspirations  will  be  adjusted  with  more  dignity, 
and  doubtless  with  greater  regard  to  the  public  interest 

In  a  former  m^sage  I  announced  myself  in  &vor  of  the  elec- 
tion of  United  States  Senators  by  the  people,  and  I  now  recom- 
mend that  you  memorialize  Congress  to  initiate  the  necessary 
measures  to  that  end.  The  experience  of  the  New  England  States 
has  shown  that  their  large  Legislatures  are  practically  a  bar  to 
the  employment  of  corrupt  appliances.  In  like  manner  the 
unworthy  arts  successfully  used  for  the  control  of  a  Legislature 
would  be  used  in  vain  against  the  whole  body  of  the  people.  If 
it  be  urged  that,  in  such  case,  the  choice  of  Senators  would  be 
remitted  to  political  conventions,  where  corrupt  influences  would 
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produce  unwholesome  reeults,  it  ifi  only  necessary  to  reply  that 
there  is  nothing  in  the  code  of  morals  which  would  warrant  or 
justify  any  political  party  in  ratifying  the  blunders  or  offenses 
of  its  representatives ;  hence  an  appeal  would  lie  from  a  conven- 
tion to  the  people,  while  an  election  by  the  Legislature,  though 
utterly  repugnant  to  the  popular  choice,  is  a  finality.  Another 
positive  advantage  flowing  from  this  reform  would  be  the  disso- 
ciation of  l^islation  and  the  contaminating  influence  of  Sena- 
torial contests.  When  it  is  remembered  that  the  Legislatures  of 
this  State  have  never  perfected  any  l^islation  worth  mentioning 
during  the  pendency  of  a  Senatorial  canvass,  while  the  heavy 
expense  of  needlessly  protracted  sessions  has  been  added  to  the 
burdens  of  the  people,  nothing  further  need  be  urged  in  support 
of  this  proposition. 

QEKERAL   REFLECTIONS. 

It  is  fortunate  for  the  public  interests,  gentlemen  of  the  Legis- 
lature, that  you  assemble  at  a  time  when  no  questions  of  a  mere 
political  character  assume  extraordinary  consequence.  It  is  in 
the  exuberance  of  party  spirit,  and  the  fervor  of  party  attach- 
ment, that  abuses  are  gradually  but  surely  nurtured.  The  time 
is  not  likely  to  come  when  political  parties  will  cease  to  exist. 
They  are  essential  to  the  fullest  development  of  wise  political 
principles,  and  ought  to  be  maintained.  They  ought  to  be  the 
defenders  of  public  purity,  the  promoters  of  enlightened  progress. 
No  party,  however  honored  its  name,  or  however  glorious  the 
lustoryof  its  achievements,  can  long  survive  repeated  derelictions 
of  imperative  duty.  It  is  this  truth,  amply  vindicated  by  our 
history,  which  should  encourage  the  most  sanguine'nopes  of  the 
future  of  the  Nation  and  the  State.  Party  leaders  are  but  the 
agents  of  the  people  who  have  commissioned  them,  and  are 
amenable  to  them  for  violated  trusts.  If,  coming  together  at  a 
period  when  an  unusual  fermentation  for  reform  pervades  all 
parties,  and  threatens  all,  you  shall  succeed  in  establishing  a 
sounder  code  of  public  policy,  in  ordering  a  more  equitable  dis- 
tribution of  the  public  burdens,  and  in  inculcating  and  fostering 
a  proper  regard  for  the  varied  interests  of  the  commonwealth, 
according  to  the  merits  and  necessities  of  each,  you  will  be  strong 
in  the  consciousness  of  duty  well  performed,  and  in  the  apprecia- 
tion of  a  patriotic  constituency.        THOMAS  A.  08B0RN.

are  on  hand  and  can  be  had,  and  the  same  to  be  returned  at  the 
close  of  the  session. 

To  which  Mr.  Moonlight  offered  the  following  amendment, 
which  was  accepted : 

"And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  return 
4he  same  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  on  or  before  the  close  of  the 
session." 

Mr.  Johnson  moved  that  the  resolution  be  laid  upon  the  table, 
which  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Crichton  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  be  required  to  procure 
from  the  Secretary  of  State  tei)  copies  of  the  Oeneral  Statutes, 
and  ten  copies  of  Session  Laws  of  1869,  70,  71,  72,  and  73,  for 
the  use  of  the  Senate,  and  to  be  kept  under  his  control  only  when 
in  use  by  the  members,  and  to  be  returned  by  him  at  close  of 
session  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Ml*.  Topping  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  "ten  copies," 
and  inserting  "five  copies,"  which  amendment  was  accepted. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  a  vote 
fras  had,  and  the  resolution  was  lost. 

Mr.  Simpson  o&red  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Pvesident  of  the  Senate  is  hereby  author- 
ised to  appoint  a  special  committee  of  five  on  railroads,  to  report 
by  bill,  bills,  or  otherwise,  their  duties  being^- 

1.  Defining  minutely  the  powers,  rights,  privileges  and  duties 
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<of  railroads  in  croasing,  oonneoting  and  intersecting  with  other 
railroads. 

2.  The  duties  of  railroads  in  receiving,  transporting,  each  the 
•other's  passengers,  tonnage  and  cars,  loaded  or  empty,  without 
May  or  discrimination,  and  the  penalties  for  not  doing  so. 

3.  Providing  that  all  railroad  corporations  organized  in  this 
State  shall  maintain  an  office  herein,  where  transfer  of  its  stock 
shall  be  made,  and  where  its  books  shall  be  kept  for  inspection 
by  any  stockholder  or  creditor  of  such  corporation,  and  in  which 
books  shall  be  recorded  the  amount  of  capital  stock  subscribed 
«nd  paid  in,  and  by  whom;  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  stock, 
and  the  amount  owned  by  them  respectively;  the  transfers  of 
aaid  stock,  and  the  names  and  plaoe  of  residence  of  its  officers. 

4.  Providing  for  the  taxation  of  corporations  and  corporate 
property  at  the  rate  of  assessment  as  other  property. 

5.  Provided  that  all  corporations,  individuals  and  associations 
shall  have  equal  rights  to  have  persons  and  property  transferred 
over  railroads,  and  no  discrimination  to  be  made  in  charges  for 
or  fiicilities  for  transportation  of  freight  or  passengers  within  the 
State,  or  coming  from  or  going  to  any  other  State,  and  that  per- 
sons and  property  transported  over  any  railroad  shall  be  deliv- 
ered at  any  station  at  charges  not  exceeding  the  charges  for  the 
transportation  of  persons  or  property  of  the  same  class,  in  the 
same  direction  to  any  more  distant  station;  but  not  forbidding 
the  issuing  of  commutation  or  excursion  tickets  at  a  special 
lower  rate. 

6.  Providing  that  no  railroad  corporation,  nor  the  lessees, 
purchasers,  officers  or  managers,  shall  be  allowed  to  consolidate 
the  stock,  property  or  franchises  of  such  corporation  with,  nor 
lease,  purchase  or  control  any  other  railroad,  owning  or  havii^ 
under  its  control  a  parallel  or  competing  line. 

7.  And  providing  that  no  officer  of  such  railroad  corporation 
shall  act  as  an  officer  of  any  other  railroad  corporation,  owning 
or  having  under  its  control  a  parallel  or  competing  line. 

8.  And  providing  that  the  question  of  such  competition  shall, 
when  demanded  by  the  party  complaining,  be  tried  by  jury. 

9.  And  providing  that  incorporated  companies,  doing  the 
business  of  a  common  carrier,  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly, 
participate  or  engage  in  mining  or  manufacturing  articles  for 
transportation  over  its  line  of  road,  nor  allowing  such  company 
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to  engage  in  any  other  business  than  common  carriers,  or  hold 
or  acquire  lands  or  freeholds  or  leaseholds,  except  what  they 
have  already  acquired  directly  or  indirectly,  except  such  as  shall 
be  necessary  for  carrying  on  its  business. 

l(h   Providing  that    no  officer  or  employe  of  any  railroad 
c6mpany  shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  furnishings 
materials  or  supplies  to  such  company,  or  in  the  business  of 
transportation  as  common  carrier  of  freight  or  passengers  over 
the  line  owned,  leased  or  controlled  by  such  company. 

11.  Providing  that  no  discrimination  in  charges  or  facilities 
for  transportation  shall  be  made  between  any  persons  or  compa- 
nies, or  in  favor  of  either,  and  that  no  railroad  company,  officer- 
or  employe  thereof  shall  make  any  preference  in  Aimishing 
cars  or  motive  powers. 

12.  Providing  that  no  railroad,  railway  or  other  transportation 
shall  grant  free  passes,  or  passes  at  a  discount,  to  any  person  or 
persons,  except  to  officers  or  employes  of  the  company. 

13.  And  that  the  committee  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall 
take  the  subject-matter  of  the  resolution  under  considerationv 
and  report  at  their  earliest  convenience. 

Mr.  O'Neil  moved  that  the  word  '* railroad"  be  stricken  out,, 
so  as  to  provide  for  a  "special  committee,"  which  amendment  was 
accepted. 

Mr.  Blair  moved  that  the  resolution  be  referred  to  a  committee 
of  seven,  with  instructions  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise,  which 
motion  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Murdock  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Whereas,  Under  an  act  to  promote  the  improvement  of  real 
estate,  by  exempting  mortgages  and  other  securities  from  taxation,, 
a  large  percentage  of  such  taxable  value  was  not  taken  or  returned 
by  the  assessors  of  many  counties  in  the  State :  therefore, 

Beeolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  be  and  they  are 
hereby  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  feasibility  of  listing  and. 
collecting  such  unpaid  taxes,  and  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwisOr. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Mr.  St.  John  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolvtd,  That  until  further  ordered,  the  hour  fixed  for  the 
convening  of  the  morning  session  of  the  Senate  be  9  o'clock  a.  m.

2b  the  Legitia^twre  of  Kansas:  I  have  received  from  the  Clerk 
of  the  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  4,  adopted  January  20th, 
which,  after  several  preambles,  reciting  various  acts  of  legislation 
by  Congress  and  the  State  of  Kansas,  asks  for  my  opinion  as  to 
the  constitutionality  of  the  act  of  February  26, 1866,  by  which 
the  500,000  acres  of  land  given  to  the  State  by  the  act  of  Congress 
of  1841,  are  given  to  certain  railroads  in  this  State. 

I  think  the  law  of  1866  is  unconstitutional,  but  have  not  time 
to  enter  into  any  elaborate  argument  to  show  why  I  think  so. 
Nor  is  it  necessary  that  I  should,  for  I  have  already  taken  legal 
action  in  the  matter,  the  history  and  result  of  which  are  briefly 
as  follows: 

On  the  13th  day  of  February,  1872, 1  was  notified  that  the 
general  land  office  at  Washington  had  certified  and  patented  to 
the  State  about  5,000  acres  of  land  to  supply  a  deficiency  in  the 
500,000  in  question,  and  I  was  requested  to  take  part  in  the 
division  of  this  land  among  ^the  railroads,  (the  beneficiaries  in 
the  law  of  1866,)  as  by  the  statute  in  question  I  w^  required  to 
do.  I  went  to  the  Governor's  office  and  found  the  commissioners 
on  the  part  of  the  railroads  and  the  State  assembled  and  ready 
for  business.  I  refused  to  have  anything  to  do  with  the  partition, 
denied  the  authority  of  any  Legislature  to  compel  me  to  take 
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part  in  what  I  believed  to  be  a  robbery,  declared  the  law  which 
made  the  grant  unconstitutional,  an4  announced  my  intention  to 
apply  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  sale  of  the  5,000  acres  in 
question,  or  any  portion  of  the  500,000  acres  then  unsold,  and 
x>n  the  following  day  procured  the  order  of  injui^ction,  which  has 
since  been  made  perpetual. 

.  J  brougjit  the  suit.agaiast  R.  D..MoUay,  ttie  agent  appointed

The-  raUroads  deolined  aayi  contest '  for  the  remaUung  portion 
of  the  lands,  and  tSLch  of  th^m  filed  a  disclaimer^to  any. title  or 
claim  to  said  lands,  whereupon  I  obtained  a  decree  making  the 
injunction  perpetual,  a  icopy  of  whiph  decree  is  submitted  with 
this  statement     .       • 

Of  course,  if  .J  had  not  thought  the  law  of  186Q  unconstitu- 
tional I  would  not  have  brought  the  suit,  and  if  the  railroads 
had  thought  l)ie  question  a  doubtful  one,  to  say  the  least,  they 
would  have  fought  the  matter  out. 

Your  question  whether  the  lands  can  be  recovered  for  the 
school  fund  is  easily  answered.  If  the  law  under  which  these 
lands  were  sold  is  unconstitutional,  there  has  never  been  any 
valid  sAle,  and  the  title  is  still  in  the  State.  Whether  the  State 
will  ever  assert  its  title  against  the  innocent  purchasers  who 
bought  under  what  they  thought  a  valid  law,  and  who  hold  the 
patent  of  the  State  therefor,  is  not  for  me  to  say;  but  certainly 
no  such  claim  will  ever  be  asserted  or  prosecuted  by  me. 

Neither  can  the  State,  in  my  judgment,  recover  from  the  rail- 
roads the  proceeds  of  the  sales  heretofore  made,  because  such  an 
action  would  have  to  be  based  upon  the  supposition  that  the  law 
under  which  the  sales  were  made  was  valid,  and  to  recognize  its 
validity  would  of  courae  admit  that  the  roads  were  legally  enti- 
tled to  such  proceeds. 

The  last  suggestion  is  entitled  to  the  earnest  attention  of  your 
Judiciary  Committee,  and  I  hope  will  receive  it,  because,  if  there 
is  a  way  to  reach  this  matter,  I  want  to  know  it,  and  to  pursue 
It  to  a  judicial  determination.         Respectfully  submitted,

Mr.  Butler,  chairman  of  the  special  committee  on  printing, 
submitted  the  following  report: 
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Mr.  Prebident:  Your  special  committee  on  public  printing 
beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

Your  committee  entered  upon  their  work  by  examining  the 
vouchers  and  the  measurement  of  the  public  printing  done  for 
the  State  since  1869,  and  also  the  various  items  that  make  die 
aum  total  of  a  printing  bill.  We  were  somewhat  surprised  to 
find  that  the  cost  of  folding,  stitching  and  binding  was  much  the 
largest  item,  making  in  many  cases  three-fifths  the  entire  cost  of 
the  bill.  We  proceeded  to  investigate  this  subject  of  binding, 
and  by  the  testimony  of  several  experts  in  the  business  we  find 
the  binding  is  costing  the  State  more  than  double  the  amount  it 
need  necessarily  cost  We  found  also,  that  during  the  last  fi>ur 
years,  the  public  binding  was  done  for  about  one-half  the  amount 
the  State  paid,  and  the  parties  doing  the  same  claim  to  have 
made  good  round  profits  at  that  We  also  found  that  the  item 
of  paper  was  costing  the  State,  under  the  present  law,  more  than 
it  could  otherwise  be  obtained  equal  in  quality.  From  our  inves- 
tigations into  the  price  paid  for  the  printing  alone,  we  come  to 
the  conclusion  that,  taking  it  altogether,  it  was  perhaps  not  much 
too  high,  and  that  we  would  make  but  a  slight  change  or  two  in 
the  law.  We  find  there  is  &r  too  much  printing  done  under  the 
law,  which  accounts,  to  some  extent,  for  the  large  aggr^ate  of 
the  printing  bill.    Your  committee  would  recommend — 

Ist  The  accompan3ring  law,  or  some  similar  law,  be  passed, 
allowing  the  public  folding,  stitching  and  binding,  to  be  let  in  a 
separate  contract  Arom  the  printing,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder, 
by  sample  work. 

2d.  That  the  contract  for  furnishing  paper  be  let  in  a  separate 
contract,  by  sample,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder. 

3d.  Have  the  reports  of  the  condition  and  estimates  for  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb,  Blind  and  Insane  Asylums,  the  report  of  the 
warden  of  the  State  Penitentiary,  the  State  Normal  Schook, 
State  University  and  Agricultural  College,  all  published  in  with 
the  same  report  made  by  Commissioners  of  State  Institutions, 
and  that  there  be  no  other  report  except  the  one  contained  in  the 
Commissioners'  report  published. 

4th.  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall  print 
only  the  material  hicts  reported  by  county  superintendentS|  and 
thus  cut  the  size  of  his  report  to  almost  one-half  its  present  size. 

5th.  That  the  State  Superintendent  be  forbid  to  have  blanks

and  other  printing  done  for  county  superintendents  and  school 
districts  and  school  district  officers,  but  allow  such  printing  to  be 
done  by  the  local  press  of  the  several  counties.  By  this  last 
recommendation  your  committee  are  satisfied  that  much  less  work 
will  be  done  equally  cheap  and  well. 

6th.  Your  committee  would  further  recommend  that  there  be 
a  specific  appropriation  made  for  each  of  the  public  officers  of 
the  State,  and  that  there  also  be  a  specific  amount  appropriated 
for  laws,  journals,  Agricultural  Society,  Supreme  Court  reports, 
and  that  no  printing  be  allowed  except  within  and  for  purposes 
of  thoeppropriations.  The  Agricultural  Sooiety's  printing  alone, 
cost  the  State  in  the  last  year  $21,620.72,  and  the  whole  cost  to 
the  State  for  public  printing  was  $79,821.49. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  above  recom- 
mendations are  enforced,  that  the  entire  printing  for  the  next 
year  can  be  done  for  $40,000,  thus  saving  one-half  of  the  amount 
it  cost  last  year,  and  in  that  amount  is  included  an  estimate  for 
two  volumes  of  the  Supreme  Court  reports. 

We  hereby  submit  a  statement  of  amounts  appropriated  and 
expended  annually  since  the  present  printing  law  took  effect.  It 
was  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  we  have  not  had 
time  to  verify  it;  but  he  informs  us  he  will  furnish  the  items  in 
detail  if  desired.    All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Judiciary  Committee,  begs 
leave  to  disagree  with  the  majority  of  the  Senate  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee in  regard  to  Senate  bill  198,  and  says :  That  a  proper  re- 
gard to  equity  and  justice  demand  that  at  least  one  year's  time 
for  the  redemption  of  real  estate  sold  under  mortgage  be  given 
to  those  who  are  so  unfortunate  as  not  to  be  able  to  pay  the  bal- 
ances of  purchasers'  money  on  real  estate,  where  they  have  pur- 
chased in  good  faith,  and  given  notes  secured  by  mortgage  for  a  ' 
balance  due  for  the  purchase  of  said  premises.  The  tlndersigned 
respectfolly  submits,  that  the  present  working  of  the  law  is  in- 
iquitous and  unjust,  and  a  great  hardship  in  a  majority  of  cases^ 
and  has  a  tendency  to  ruin  many  who  have  paid  one-half  or 
more  of  the  purchase  money  &r  property,  and  who  expected  to 
be  able  by  a  certain  time  to  pay  the  remainder.  Your  minority 
of  the  committee  think  that  the  poor  and  the  unfortunate  ou^t 
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to  have  some  rights  at  least,  which  rich  men  should  be  bound  to 
respect,  and  a  due  regard  for  the  rights  of  those  who  have  been 
thus  unfortunate,  demand  the  consideration  of  this  Senate.

After  deducting  the  amount  of  $336,817.37  of  scrip  canceled 
with  money  appropriated  by  act  of  Congress. 

Section  8  of  chapter  77  of  Session  Laws  of  1869,  provides 
"That  all  claims  audited  and  allowed  for  service,  transportation, 
forage,  subsistence,  and  property  lost  in  action,  by  the  oommis- 
sioners  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  Legislar 
ture,  approved  February  11, 1865,  and  an  act  to  amend  the  same, 
approved  February  26,  1866,  (together  with  all  claims  for  ser- 
vice, transportation,  forage,  subsistence  and  property,  lost  in 
action,  that  may  hereafter  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  com- 
missioners appointed  under  this  act),  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
assumed  by  the  State  of  Kansas." 

Sections  5  and  7  of  article  11  of  the  constitution  provide: 
Sec.  6.  For  the  purpose  of  defraying  extraordinary  expenses,  the 
State  may  contract  public  debts;  and  section  seven  provides  as 
follows:  The  State  may  borrow  money  to  repel  invasion,  suppress 
insurrection,  or  defend  the  State  in  time  of  war,  but  the  money 
thus  raised  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  object  for  which 
the  loan  was  authorized,  or  to  the  repayment  of  the  debt  thereby 
created. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  would  reimburse  the  State  without  delay  the  above 
amount  of  $94,348.48  worth  of  claims,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
was  allowed  for  transportation,  service,  forage,  supplies  and  prop- 
erty lost  in  action,  provided  that  the  State  first  pay  the  same, 
as  well  as  additional  claims  audited  and  allowed  under  section  1 
of  the  supplemental  act  of  the  Laws  of  1873,  for  the  class  of 
claims  as  stated  above. 

Your  committee  wo  uld  therefore  recommend  that  the  Legisla- 
ture pass  House  bill  No.  384. 

Your  committee  further  recommend  that  the  Legislature  take 
such  action  as  will  secure  the  prompt  payment  of  the  class  of 
claims  arising  from  damages  done  by  rebel  and  Federal  troops  to 
property,  and  for  which  the  scrip  of  the  State  was  issued  to  the 
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amount  of  $159,191.34;  also,  interest  accrued  on  all  Union  mili- 
tary -scrip. 

Your  committee  have  been  obliged  to  take  the  statements  of 
the  different  officers,  not  having  had  time  to  make  any  personal 
examination.  It  appears  that  the  State  Treasurer  both  issued 
and  paid  this  scrip,  and  we  have  been  unable  .to  ascertain  the 
amount  of  scrip  issued,  as  it  is  claimed  that  such  was  only  issued 
when  called  for.  The  committee  recommend  that  a  commission 
be  appointed  by  the  Legislature  at  this  session  to  make  a  thorough 
.and  searching  investigation  of  this  whole  matter,  and  report  at 
the  next  session  of  the  Legislature,  as  it  is  utterly  impossible  for 
your  committee  to  make  such  an  examination  as  the  case  de- 
mands.

Mr.  President  :  A  minority  of  your  conference  committee, 
to  whom  was  referred  House  bill  No,  288,  entitled  "An  act  to 
apportion  the  State  of  Kansas  into  districts  for  representation  in 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  in  conformity  with  the  act  of 
Congress  authorizing  the  same,"  beg  leave  to  make  the  following 
report :  That  the  report  of  the  majority  of  said  committee  be  not 
concurred  in,  for  the  following  reasons :  Because  of — 

let.  The  proposed  unequal  division  of  the  territory  of  the  State, 
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the  First  District  having  thirty-five  counties,  the  Second  District 
having  fourteen  counties,  and  the  Third  District  having  fifty-five 
counties — the  last  district  containing  over  one-half  of  the  entire 
area  of  the  State,  and  which  will  soon,  if  the  population  increases 
as  it  has  in  the  past  two  or  three  years,  or  at  least  before  another 
apportionment  can  be  had,  contain  over  one-half  of  the  entire 
population  of  the  State,  thereby  working  manifest  injustice  to 
that  portion  of  the  State  included  in  said  district. 

2d.  That  the  severance,  by  the  proposed  bill,  of  the  older  por- 
tions of  the  State  from  the  new  and  more  sparsely  settled  portion 
in  the  west,  cannot  but  result  in  a  severance  in  the  community  of 
interest  that  ought  and  does  now  unite  the  eastern  and  western 
portions  of  the  State,  and  will  in  our  judgment  create  the  building 
up  of  sectional  interest  to  the  detriment  of  the  commonwealth. 

3d.  The  proposed  bill  ynW  manifestly  disregard  the  wishes  and 
expressed  opinion  of  a  large  majority  of  the  people  of  the  State^ 
and  an  entire  disregard  of  the  opinion  of  the  press  of  all  sections 
of  the  State,  which  must,  as  we  believe,  indicate  the  popular  feel- 
ing upon  this  subject,  so  important  to  the  State  at  this  time  and 
in  the  future. 

4th.  We  believe  the  State  should  be  apportioned  so  that  each, 
district  should  contain  an  equal  area,  combining  the  older  and 
more  settled  portions  with  the  new  and  unsettled  portions  in  each 
district.  That  by  the  settlement  of  the  west  and  southwest,  each 
district  would  be  increased  proportionately,  thereby  giving  the 
west  the  experience  of  the  east,  and  creating  a  harmony  of  in- 
terest between  these  sections  of  country  and  throughout  the  entire 
State.  That  the  condition  of  the  landed  interest  of  the  State 
would  be  nearer  allied  and  in  sympathy  with  each  other  by  hav- 
ing the  State  apportioned  as  above  indicated.  And  Airther,  that 
the  State  should  be  apportioned  for  the  best  interests  of  all  the 
people,  as  well  as  the  landed,  commercial  and  political  interests, 
rather  than  to  accommodate  a  few  aspiring  politicians.

Concurrent  Resolv/tion  in  reloMon  to  the  Memoriai  of  the  Union 

Merchants'  Exchange,  of  St.  Louis,  conoeming  the  Mississippi 

Valley. 

Whereas,  A  memorial  from  the  Union  Merdiants'  Exchange 
of  St.  Louis,  with  accompanying  appendices  setting  forth  the  ne- 
cessities of  the  people  of  the  Mississippi  Valley,  in  respect  to  the 
transportation  of  their  products,  and  the  improvement  of  their 
natural  channels  of  communication,  has  been  transmitted  by  the 
Governor  to  this  body  for  its  consideration ;  and 

Whereas,  The  complete  and  comprehensive  view  of  facts 
therein  contained  conclusively  proves  that  the  improvement  of 
the  Mississippi  river  and  its  tributaries  will  go  far  toward  solving 
the  vexed  question  of  transportation,  affording  to  the  people  of 
different  sections  of  our  country  the  opportunity  for  interchange 
of  their  products  at  less  cost,  and  to  the  producers,  of  the  West 
especially,  a  choice  of  markets  and  a  better  price  for  the  fruits 
of  their  industry;  and 

Whereas,  The  measures  therein  advocated  are  in  the  highest 
d^ree  national  in  character  and  of  peculiar  importance,  not 
alone  to  the  people  of  Missouri,  but  to  the  people  of  every  State 
of  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi:  therefore. 
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Be  it  resolved  by  the  Seruite,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring 

therein: 

First,  That  our  Senators  from  this  State  be  instructed,  and  our 
Representatives  in  Congress  requested,  to  urge  in  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  the  opening  of  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi 
river,  so  that  a  clear  channel  of  sufficient  depth  for  the  largest 
vessels  of  commerce  may  at  all  times  be  maintained ;  the  imme- 
diate completion  of  works  in  progress  at  the  DesMoines  and 
Bock  Island  rapids,  the  removal  of  obstructions  from  the  channel 
of  the  Mississippi  river,  according  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
United  States  engineer  in  charge,  so  that  a  channel  of  not  less 
than  ten  feet  in  depth  may  at  all  times  be  maintained  before  the 
mouth  of  the  Missouri  and  the  improvement  of  the  chief  trib- 
utaries of  the  Mississippi,  and  of  the  upper  portion  of  that  river, 
so  that  the  main  channel  may  become  accessible  as  a  highway 
for  commerce  to  the  people  of  all  the  States  of  the  Mississippi 
valley,  and  the  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  forward,  without  delay,  this  great  work  of  national  im- 
portance. 

Second,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  transmitted  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Con- 
gress, and  to  the  presiding  officers  of  the  Legislatures  of  all  other 
States  in  the  Mississippi  valley,  with  the  earnest  request  that  they 
will  concur  with  the  Legislature  of  Missouri  in  urging  the  measures 
herein  contemplated. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  Governor  be  instructed  to  empower 
such  person  as  may  be  recommended  by  the  Central  Committee 
of  the  Union  Merchants'  Exchange,  of  St.  Louis,  to  proceed  as 
commissioner  on  behalf  of  this  State  to  invite  the  special  attention 
of  the  Legislatures  of  Illinois,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Minne- 
sota and  Wisconsin  to  the  necessity  of  the  improvement  of  the 
Mississippi  river  and  its  tributaries,  and  to  urge  concurreilt  action 
with  this  Legislature  in  its  recommendations  upon  this  subject  be- 
fore the  adjournment  of  the  present  session  of  Congress;  and  that 
the  actual  expenses  of  said  commissioner,  without  salary  while

Mr.  Martindale  called  up  the  following  message  from  the  Gov- 
ernor: 

State  op  Kansas,  Exbcutive  Department,  ) 
ToPEKA,  March  4,  1874.      ) 

To  the  Legislatunre:  I  herewith  submit  for  your  information, 
papers  and  correspondence  in  relation  to  disturbances  in  Howard 
county.  It  appears  that  the  county  seat  of  Howard  county  was, 
at  an  election  held  in  September,  1873,  located  at  Elk  Falls,  and 
that  at  a  subsequent  election  it  is  claimed  was  voted  to  the  town 
of  Boston,  but  the  county  officers  were  temporarily  enjoined 
from  removing  the  records  of  the  county  to  Boston  by  an  order 
of  the  district  of  said  county  under  date  of  December  11,  1873, 
and  a  motion  to  dissolve  the  injunction  was  heard  at  chambers 
on  the  second  day  of  January,  1874  before  Hon.  W.  P.  Campbell, 
judge  of  said  district,  and  overruled.  On  the  20th  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1874,  a  party  of  armed  men,  numbering  one  hundred  and 
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fifty  entered  the  town  of  Elk  Falls,  and  with  force  and  arms 
took  possession  of  and  carried  away  the  books,  papers,  records, 
files  and  office  furniture  of  the  several  county  offices,  and  con- 
veyed them  to  the  town  of  Boston  in  said  county. 

Writs  were  regularly  issued  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
sheriff  for  the  recovery  of  the  records  and  property  of  the  county 
so  unlawfully  taken  away.  The  execution  of  this  writ  was  re- 
sisted by  an  armed  force  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  men,  as 
was  also  other  writs  subsequently  issued,  for  the  particulars  of 
which  you  are  referred  to  the  sheriff's  sworn  statements  herewith 
submitted. 

The  law  has  been  recklessly  trampled  under  foot,  and  the 
authorities  openly  defied.  The  county  records  in  the  possession 
of  an  armed  mob,  and  the  officers  of  the  law  in  attempting  to 
execute  the  processes  of  the  courts,  have  been  met  by  armed 
men  and  compelled  to  desist.  The  courts  are  powerless, 
and  anarchy  reigns  supreme.  Under  these  circumstances,  the 
authorities  of  the  county  have  appealed  to  the  executive  for  aid 
in  the  execution  of  the  law.  His  duty  in  the  premises  seems  to 
be  perfectly  plain.  The  constitution  of  the  State  requires  of 
him  a  &ithful  execution  of  the  laws.  This  can  only  be  done  in 
this  particular  instance,  in  my  judgment,  with  the  help  of  an 
armed  force.  But  without  the  aid  of  the  Legislature  the  execu- 
tive is  powerless.  A  militia  force  cannot  be  called  into  the  field 
without  money,  and  this  money  must  be  provided  by  the  Legis- 
lature. 

The  location  of  the  county  seat  has  nothing  to  do  with  the 
question  as  presented  to  the  executive.  It  is,  perhaps,  a  matter 
of  little  consequence  to  a  large  majority  of  the  people  of  the 
county  whether  the  county  seat  is  located  at  Elk  Falls,  or  Boston, 
or.  either  of  them ;  but  it  is  of  consequence  to  them  that  the 
public  business  should  be  transacted  without  interruption,  that 
the  law  should  be  maintained,  and  that  order  should  prevail. 

I  have  spared  no  pains  to  secure  a  peaceful  adjustment  of  the 
difficulty. 

The  Attorney  General  of  the  State  has  visited  and  advised 
with  the  malcontents,  and  urged  them  to  abide  by  the  law,  hu% 
without  effect.  The  Assistant  Adjutant  General  was  sent  there 
with  instructions  to  make  an  effort  to  reconcile  the  difficulty,  and 
he  has  returned,  having  failed  in  his  mission. 
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It  Ls  to  be  regretted  that  this  condition  of  affidrs  ezistB,  but  it 
does  exist,  and  the  Legislature  and  executive  must  meet  it. 

I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  enable  the  executive  of 
the  State  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  State.

RULES  OF   PROCEDURE  AND  PRACTICE  IN  THE  SENATE 
WHEN  SITTING  ON  THE  TRIAL  OF  IMPEACHMENT. 

Rule  1.  Whenever  the  Senate  shall  receive  notice  from  the 
House  of  Representatives  that  managers  are  appointed  on  their 
part  to  conduct  an  impeachment  against  any  person,  and  are 
directed  to  carry  articles  of  impeachment  to  the  Senate,  shall 
immediately  inform  the  House  of  Representatives  that  the  Senate 
is  ready  to  receive  the  managers  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting 
such  articles  of  impeachment,  agreeably  to  said  notice.

Rule  2.  When  the  managers  of  impeachment  shall  be  intro- 
duced at  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  signify  that  they  are 
ready  to  exhibit  articles  of  impeachment  against  any  person,  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  Senate  shall  direct  the  Sergeant-at-Arms 
to  make  proclamation;  who  shall,  after  making  proclamation, 
repeat  the  following  words,  viz. :  "All  persons  are  commanded  to 
keep  silence  on  pain  of  imprisonment,  while  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives is  exhibiting  to  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Kansas 

articles  of  impeachment  against ."    After  which  the  articles 

shall  be  exhibited,  and  then  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate 
shall  inform  the  managers  that  the  Senate  will  take  proper  order 
on  the  subject  of  impeachment,  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given 
to  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Rule  8.  Upon  such  articles  being  presented  to  the  Senate,  the 

Senate  shall  on ,  the day  of ,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m. 

following  such  presentation,  or  sooner  if  so  ordered  by  the  Senate, 
proceed  to  the  consideration  of  such  articles ;  and  shall  continue 
in  session  from  day  to  day  (Sundays  excepted),  after  the  trial 
shall  commence  (unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate),  until 
final  judgment  shall  be  rendered,  and  so  much  longer  as  may  in 
its  judgment  be  needful.  Before  proceeding  to  the  consideration 
of  the  articles  of  impeachment,  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall 
administer  the  oath  hereinafter  provided  to  the  members  of  the 
Senate  then  present,  and  to  all  other  members  of  the  Senate  as 
they  shall  appear,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  the  same. 

Rule  4.  The  Lieutenant  Oovernor  shall  preside  over  the 
Senate  during  the  consideration  of  the  said  articles  of  impeach- 
ment and  upon  the  trial  of  the  persons  impeached  therein;  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  the  President  pro  tern. 
shall  preside. 

Rule  5.  The  presiding  officer  shall  have  power  to  make  and 
issue  by  himself  or  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  orders,  man- 
dates, writs  and  precepts  authorized  by  these  rules  or  by  the 
Senate,  and  to  make  and  enforce  such  other  regulations  and 
orders  in  the  premises  as  the  Senate  may  authorize  or  provide. 

Rule  6.  The  Senate  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  witnesses,  to  enforce  obedience  to  its  orders,  mandates,  writs, 
precepts  and  judgment,  to  preserve  order,  and  to  punish  in  a 
summary  way  contempt  of  and  disobedience  to  its  authority, 
orders,  mandates,  writs,  precepts  or  judgments;  and  to  m^ke  all 
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lawftil  orders,  rules  and  r^ulations  which  it  may  decree,  essential 
or  conducive  to  the  ends  of  justice.  And  the  Sergeant-at-Arms, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Senate,  may  employ  such  aid  and 
assistance  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce,  execute  and  carry  into 
effect  the  lawful  orders,  mandates,  writs  and  precepts  of  the 
Senate. 

Rule  7.  Upon  the  presentation  of  articles  of  impeachment 
and  the  organization  of  the  Senate,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  a 
writ  of  summons  shall  issue  to  the  accused  as  follows:

Rule  13.  All  motions  made  by  the  managers,  the  party  or  his

If  a  Senator  is  called  as  a  witness,  he  shall  be  sworn, 
and  give  his  testimony  standing  in  his  place. 

Rule  17.  If  a  Senator  wishes  a  question  put  to  a  witness,  or 
to  offer  a  motion  or  order  (except  a  motion  to  adjourn),  it  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing  and  put  by  the  presiding  officer. 

Rule  18.  At  all  times  while  the  Senate  is  sitting  upon  the 
trial  of  impeachment,  the  doors  of  the  Senate  shall  be  kept  open, 
unless  the  Senate  shall  direct  the  doors  to  be  closed  while  delib- 
erating upon  its  decision. 

Rule  19.  The  case  on  each  side  shall  be  offered  by  one  person; 
the  final  argument  on  the  merits  may  be  made,  and  the  argument 
shall  be  opened  and  closed  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. And  not  more  than  eight  hours  shall  be  allowed  each 
side  in  the  argument  on  final  submission  of  the  case  to  the  Senate. 

Rule  20.  On  the  final  question  whether  the  impeachment  is 
sustained,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  each  article  of 
28 
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impeachment  separately,  and  if  the  impeachment  shall  not  upon 
any  of  the  articles  be  sustained  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  elected,  a  judgment  of  acquittal  shall  be  entered ;  but 
if  the  person  accused  in  such  articles  of  impeachment  shall  be 
convicted  upon  any  of  said  articles  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present,  the  Senate  shall  proceed  to  pronounce 
judgment,  and  a  certified  copy  of  such  judgment  shall  be  deposited 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.

2.  All  orders  and  decisions  shall  be  made  and  had  by  yeas  and 
nays,  which  shall  be  entered  on  the  record,  and  without  debate, 
except  when  the  doors  shall  be  closed  for  deliberation,  and  in 
that  case  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  one  question, 
and  not  for  more  than  fifteen  minutes  on  an  interlocutory  ques- 
tion, and  for  not  more  than  twenty  minutes  on  the  final  question, 
unless  by  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  be  had  without  debate ;  but  a 
motion  to  adjourn  may  be  decided  without  the  yeas  and  nays, 
unless  they  be  demanded  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present. 

3.  If  the  Senate  shall  at  any  time  fail  to  sit  for  the  consider- 
ation of  articles  of  impeachment  on  the  day  or  hour  fixed  therefor, 
the  Senate  may  by  order,  to  be  adopted  without  debate,  fix  a  day 
and  hour  for  resuming  such  consideration. 
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4.  The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  shall  record  the  proceedings  in 
cases  of  impeachment  as  in  the  case  of  legislative  proceedings, 
and  the  same  shall  be  reported  in  the  same  manner  as  the  legis- 
lative proceedings  of  the  Senate.  That  either  party  may  take 
depositions  of  witnesses  residing  out  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  or 
of  persons  who  cannot  be  present  at  the  trial  from  sickness  or 
absence  or  other  disability,  by  giving  the  adverse  party  the  usual 
notice  required  by  law.  All  depositions,  when  so  taken,  shall 
be  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Kansas, 
and  by  him  offered  on  the  written  request  of  either  party  or  their 
attorneys ;  they  may  be  taken  before  the  same  officers  and  certi- 
fied in  like  manner  as  required  by  law  in  other  cases.

"An  act  to  provide  for  listing  and  valumg  the  property  of  rail- 
roads;" substitute  for  House  bills  Nos.  126,  127  and  145,  '<An 
act  regulating  fees  and  salaries;"  House  bill  No.  209,  "An  act  to 
regulate  the  sale,  giving  away,  and  use  of  intoxicating  liquors;" 
and  that  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  until  said  bills  are 
passed  or  defeated.

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THIRD  READING  OF  BILLS. 

House  bill  No.  424,  ''An  act  making  an  appropriation  for  the 
Leavenworth  State  Normal  School,"  was  read  the  third  time. 

Mr.  Moonlight  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  first 
section:  Additional  salary,  $640;  repairs  of  boarding  hall,  $1,000; 
furniture  of  boarding  hall,  $300;  insurance,  $60;  total,  $2,000. 

The  managers  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Representatiyes,  to* 
wit:  Hons.  A.  H.  Horton,  C.  B.  Mason,  F.  W.  Potter,  Thos.  S. 
Jones,  and  Wm.  P.  Hackney,  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the  Senate, 
and  announced  that  they  were  ready  to  exhibit  articles  of  im- 
peachment against  Josiah  E.  Hayes,  State  Treasurer,  for  misde- 
meanors in  office. 

The  Sergeant-at- Arms,  by  order  of  the  President  of  the  Senate, 
made  the  following  proclamation : 

"All  persons  are  commanded  to  keep  silence,  on  pain  of  im- 
prisonment, while  the  House  of  Representatives  is  exhibiting  to 
the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Einsas  articles  of  impeachment  against 
Josiah  E.  Hayes." 

Thereupon,  the  managers  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives exhibited  the  following  articles  of  impeachment,  to  Mrit: 

ARTICLES  OF  IMPEACHMENT, 

Es^ibited  by  the  House  of  JRepresentaHve^of  the  SUUe  of  Kansas,  for  themselves 
and  on  behalf  ofall  the  people  of  Kansas,  against  Jonah  E.  Hayes,  Treasurer 
of  the  State  of  Kansas,  tn  support  of  their  trnpeaehmffnl  against  him  for  mis- 
demeanors  in  office, 

ARTICLE  I. 

That  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes  was,  on  the  13th  day  of  Janu- 
ary, A.  D.  1873,  and  ever  since  has  been,  and  still  is.  Treasurer 
of  said  State  of  Kansas,  and  that  as  such  Treasurer  it  was  his 
duty  to  accept  and  receive  all  moneys  due  the  treasury  and  paid 
to  liie  Treasurer  on  that  account,  in  either  gold  or  silver,  treasury 
notes  of  the  United  States,  or  national  bank  notes;  and  that  in 
violation  of  his  duty  and  regardless  of  his  oath  of  office,  he  did 
accept  and  receive  as  moneys  due  the  treasury,  evidences  of  in- 
debtedness in  lieu  thereof;  and  thereby  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes 
was  guilty  of  misdemeanors  in  his  office  of  Treasurer  of  the  State 
of  Kansas,  in  this,  to  wit: 

Ist  That  as  such  Treasurer  he  accepted  and  received  on  the 
3d  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1873,  of  and  from  John  B.  Bruner^ 
then  and  there  being  county  treasurer  of  Johnson  county,  Kan- 
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sas,  a  check  on  the  First  National  Bank  of  Olathe,  Kansas, 
signed  by  the  said  John  B.  Bruner,  for  $11,154.17,  as  money  due 
the  treasury,  and  which  should  then  and  there  have  been  paid  to 
the  said  Treasurer  of  State  on  that  account;  and  on  said  3d  day 
of  July,  1873,  there  was  due  to  the  said  treasury  of  the  State  of 
Kansas  from  said  John  B.  Bruner,  as  county  treasurer  as  afore- 
said, the  said  sum  of  $11,154.17. 

2d.  That  on  the  29th  day  of  October,  1873,  as  such  Treasurer, 
he  accepted  and  received  from  Edward  Russell,  then  and  there 
Superintendent  of  Insurance  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  a  check  on 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Topeka,  KansaBy  for  $107.37,  signed 
by  the  said  Edward  Russell,  as  payment  of  the  sum  of  $107.37, 
then  payable  and  due  to  the  State  Treasurer  from  the  said  Super- 
intendent of  Insurance,  as  such  officer;  and  on  November  15th, 
1873,  he  also  accepted  and  received  from  the  said  Edward  Rus- 
sell, as  such  Superintendent  of  Insurance  as  aforesaid,  another 
check  on  the  First  National  Bank  of  Topeka,  Kansas,  for  $158.15, 
signed  by  the  said  Edward  Russell,  as  payment  of  the  sum 
of  $158.15,  then  payable  and  due  to  the  State  treasury  from  the 
said  Superintendent  of  Insurance  as  such  officer;  and  the  said 
check  of  $158.15  was  never  paid,  as  the  said  Treasurer  failed  to 
present  the  same  within  a  reasonable  time  after  its  acceptance, 
and  the  bank  suspended  payment  of  all  checks  and  its  commer- 
cial paper  on  November  18th,  1873;  and  the  said  check  of 
$107.37  was  subsequently  returned  to  the  said  Edward  Russell 
and  paid  by  him,  as  the  said  bank  was  not  indebted  to  him  for  the 
amount  of  $107.37. 

3d.  That  on  July  10th,  1873,  as  such  Treasurer,  he  accepted 
and  received  from  James  E.  Watson,  then  and  there  being 
county  treasurer  of  Douglas  county,  Kansas,  three  several  cheeks 
of  the  respective  sums  of  $1,300,  $5,000  and  $1,544.38,  on  the 
Second  National  Bank  of  Lawrence,  Kansas,  signed  by  W.  C. 
Ransom,  in  payment  of  the  sum  of  $7,844.38,  then  payable  and 
due  to  the  State  treasury  from  the  said  county  treasurer  afore- 
said as  such  officer. 

4th.  That  as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  in  the  month  of 
January,  1873,  and  after  January  13th,  1873,  and  in  the  month 
of  July,  1873,  he  accepted  and  received  in  payment  of  other 
large  sums  of  money  du6  the  treasury,  and  which  were  then  and 
there  due  on  that  account  and  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  State 
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as  such  officer,  drafts,  certificates  of  deposit,  bills  of  exchange, 
and  certified  checks,  to  wit,  the  full  sum  of  $200,000. 

ARTICLE  IL 

That  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes,  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  in  vio- 
lation of  law,  and  regardless  of  his  official  oath,  did  loan  to 
certain  parties,  companies,  corporations  and  individuals,  public 
moneys  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  then  and  there  received  by  him 
and  held  for  safe-keeping,  transfer  and  disbursement,  as  such 
Treasurer;  and  thereby  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes  was  guilty  of 
misdemeanors  in  hia^ffice  of  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  in 
this,  to  wit: 

1st.  That  on  the  22d  of  November,  1873,  he  loaned  to  one 
Gteorge  W.  Crane,  the  sum  of  $2,700,  then  and  there  being  a 
portion  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  received  by 
him  as  such  Treasurer,  as  aforesaid,  for  safe-keeping,  transfer  and 
disbursement. 

2d.  That  on  the  22d  day  of  November,  1878,  he  loaned  to  one 
John  Ritchie  the  sum  of  $300,  then  and  there  being  a  portion 
of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  received  by  him  as 
such  Treasurer,  as  aforesaid,  for  safe-keeping,  transfer  and  dis- 
bursement. 

3d.  That  on  the  1st  day  of  March,  1873,  he  loaned  to  the  firm 
and  company  of  Messrs.  Gilman,  Son  &  Co.,  of  New  York  city,  the 
sum  of  $60,000,  then  and  there  being  a  portion  of  the  public 
moneys  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer, 
for  safe-keeping,  transfer  and  disbursement ;  and  the  said  Messrs. 
Oilman,  Son  &  Co.,  aforesaid,  retained  the  custody  and  possession 
of  the  said  moneys  during  the  months  of  March,  April  and  May, 
1873. 

4th.  That  on  the  15th  of  November,  1873,  he  loaned  to  the 
Capitol  Bank  of  Topeka,  Kansas,  the  sum  of  $10,000,  then  and 
there  being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of  Kansas, 
received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  for  safe-keeping, 
transfer  and  disbursement. 

5th.  That  he  loaned  on  the  16th  of  November,  1873,  to  the 
Capitol  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas,  the  sum  of  $5,000;  then  and 
there  being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of  Kan- 
sas, received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  for  safe-keeping,  transfer 
and  disbursement. 
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6th.  That  he  loaned  on  the  22d  day  of  November,  1873,  to 
Benjamin  Haywood,  one  of  the  sureties  upon  his  official  bond, 
the  sum  of  $7,454.07 ;  then  and  there  being  a  portion  of  the  pub- 
lic moneys  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  received  by  him  as  such  State 
Treasurer  for  safe-keeping,  transfer  and  disbursement. 

7th.  That  on  October  13th,  1873,  he  loaned  to  the  People's 
Savings  Bank,  of  Olathe,  Kansas,  the  sura  of  $9,987.55;  then 
and  there  being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of 
Kansas,  received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  for  safe-keeping, 
transfer  and  disbursement;  and  the  said  Savings  Bank  retained 
the  custody  and  possession  of  the  said  sum  of  $9,987.55  for  the 
period  of  ninety  days. 

8th.  That  on  November  10th,  1873,  he  loaned  to  the  Shawnee 
County  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas,  the  sum  of  $8,500;  then  and 
there  being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of  Kan- 
sas, received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  for  safe-keeping,  transfer 
and  disbursement. 

9th.  That  on  October  22d,  1873,  he  loaned  to  the  First  Na- 
tional Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas,  the  sum  of  $6,000,  then  and 
there  being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of  Kan- 
sas, received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  for  safe- 
keeping, transfer  and  disbursement. 

10th.  That  on  the  14th  of  November,  1873,  he  loaned  to  the 
First  National  Bank,  of  Topeka,  the  sum  of  $4,559.91,  then  and 
there  being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of  Kan- 
sas, received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  for  safe- 
keeping, transfer  and  disbursement. 

11th.  That  on  the  15th  of  November,  1873,  he'  loaned  to  the 
First  National  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas,  the  sum  of  $4,149.86, 
then  and  there  being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State 
of  Kansas,  received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  for 
safe-keeping,  transfer  and  disbursement. 

12th.'  That  on  the  22d  of  October,  1873,  he  loaned  to  Daniel 
M.  Adams  the  sum  of  $6,000,  then  and  there  being  a  portion  of 
the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  received  by  him  as 
such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  for  safe-keeping,  transfer  and  dis- 
bursement. 

13th.  That  on  November  10th,  1873,  he  loaned  to  George  F. 
Parmelee  the  sum  of  $5,000,  then  and  there  being  a  portion  of 
the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  received  by  him  as 
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such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  for  safe-keeping,  transfer  and  dis- 
bursement. 

14th.  That  on  December  25th,  1873,  he  loaned  to  the  Shawnee 
County  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas,  the  sum  of  $9,755.54,  then 
and  there  being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of 
Elansas,  received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  for  safe- 
keeping, transfer  and  disbursement. 

ARTICLE  in. 

That  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes,  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  in  vio- 
lation of  law  and  regardless  of  his  official  oath,  did  deposit  with 
certain  companies,  corporations  and  individuals,  public  moneys 
of  the  State  of  Kansas,  then  and  there  received  by  him  for  safe- 
keeping, transfer  and  disbursement  as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid ; 
and  thereby  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes  was  guilty  of  misdemeanors 
in  his  said  office  of  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Kansas  in  this, 
to  wit: 

1st  That  on  the  27th  of  February,  1873,  he  deposited  with  the 
firm  and  company  of  Messrs.  Oilman,  Son  &  Co.,  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  the  sum  of  $40,300.04,  the  said  sum  of  $40,300.04 
then  and  there  being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State 
of  Kansas,  received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid  for 
safe-keeping,  transfer  and  disbursement;  and  the  said  sum  of 
$40,300.04  remained  on  deposit  with  the  said  firm  of  Messrs.  Gil- 
man,  Son  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  during  the  months  of  March,  April, 
May  and  June,  A.  D.  1873,  and  were  not  then  and  there  needed 
or  required  to  be  deposited  in  the  city  of  New  York  to  pay  the 
maturing  interest  upon  the  bonds  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  nor 
upon  any  bonds  registered  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  of  said 
State. 

2d.  That  on  the  19th  of  May,  1873,  he  had  on  deposit  with 
the  firm  of  Messrs.  Oilman,  Son  &  Co.,  in  New  York  city,  the 
sum  of  $114,878.67,  then  and  there  beiog  a  portion  of  the  public 
moneys  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  received  by  him  as  such  Treas- 
urer as  aforesaid  for  safe -keeping,  transfer  and  disbursement, 
and  not  then  and  there  required  or  needed  to  be  deposited  in  the 
city  of  New  York  to  pay  the  maturing  interest  upon  the  bonds 
of  the  State  of  Kansas,  nor  upon  any  bonds  registered  in  the 
office  of  the  Auditor  of  said  State. 

3d.  That  between  January   13th,  1873,  and  October  10th, 
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1873,  he  deposited  with  the  said  firm  of  Messrs.  Gilman,  Bon  & 
Co.,  in  New  York  city,  the  sum  of  $137,000,  then  and  there 
being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of  Kansas 
received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid*,  for  safe-keeping, 
transfer  and  disbursement,  and  not  then  and  there  required  or 
needed  to  be  deposited  in  the  city  of  New  York  to  pay  the  matur- 
ing interest  upon  the  bonds  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  nor  upon  any 
bonds  registered  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  of  said  State. 

4th.  That  he  deposited  on  the  13th  day  of  October,  1873,  in 
the  People's  Savings  Bank  of  Olathe,  Kansas,  the  sum  of 
$9,987.55,  then  and  there  being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys 
of  the  State  of  Kansas  received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  as 
aforesaid  for  safe-keeping,  transfer  and  disbursement,  and  the 
said  bank  retained  the  control  and  custody  of  the  said  amount 
for  the  period  of  ninety  days. 

5th.  That  on  November  15th,  1873,  he  deposited  with  the 
Capitol  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas,  the  sum  of  $10,000,  then  and 
there  being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of  Kan- 
sas, received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  for  safe- 
keeping, transfer  and  disbursement. 

6th.  On  the  16th  of  November,  1873,  he  deposited  with  the 
Capitol  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas,  the  sum  of  $5,000,  then  and 
there  being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of  Kan- 
sas, received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  for  safe- 
keeping, transfer  and  disbursement. 

7th.  That  on  the  22d  day  of  November,  1873,  he  deposited 
with  the  Shawnee  County  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas,  the  sum  of 
$7,454.07,  then  and  there  being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys 
of  the  State  of  Kansas,  received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  as 
aforesaid,  for  safe-keeping,  transfer  and  disbursement. 

8th.  That  on  November  10th,  1873,  he  deposited  with  the 
Shawnee  County  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Elansas,  the  sum  of  $8,500, 
then  and  there  being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State 
of  Kansas,  received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  for 
safe-keeping,  transfer  and  disbursement. 

9th.  That  on  the  25th  of  December,  1873,  he  deposited  in  the 
Shawnee  County  Bank,  of  Topeka,  K!ansas,  the  sum  of  $9,755.59, 
then  and  there  being  a  portion  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State 
of  Kansas,  received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  for 
safe-keeping,  transfer  and  disbursement. 
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10th.  That  on  October  22d,  1873,  he  deposited  with  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Topeka,  Topeka,  Kansas,  the  sum  of  $6,000; 
and  on  November  14th,  1873,  he  also  deposited  with  said  bank 
the  sum  of  $4,559,91 ;  and  on  the  15th  of  November,  1873,  he 
deposited  with  said  bank  the  further  sum  of  $4,149.86;  all  of  the 
said  sums  of  moneys  being  then  and  there  public  moneys  of  the 
State  of  Kansas,  received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid, 
for  safe-keeping,  transfer  and  disbursement. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

That  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes,  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  in  vio- 
lation of  law,  and  regardless  of  his  official  oath,  did  not  keep  in 
the  state  treasury,  without  loaning,  using,  or  depositing  in  banks 
or  elsewhere,  all  of  the  public  moneys  paid  into  such  treasury 
and  placed  in  his  possession  and  custody  as  such  Treasurer  till 
the  same  were  ordered  by  the  proper  department  or  officer  of  the 
State  of  Elansas,  to  be  transferred  or  paid  out  according  to  law; 
and  thereby  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes  was  guilty  of  misdemeanors 
in  his  said  office  of  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Kansas  in  this,  to 
wit: 

That  upon  divers  days  between  January  13th,  1873,  and  Feb- 
ruary 21st,  1874,  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes  loaned  and  deposited 
in  the  following  banks,  to  wit: 

The  Topeka  National  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas; 

The  Capitol  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas; 

The  First  National  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas; 

The  Shawnee  County  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas; 

The  Topeka  Bank  and  Savings  Institution,  of  Topeka,  Elansas; 

The  People's  Savings  Bank,  of  Olathe,  Kansas; 

The  First  National  Bank,  of  Manhattan,  Kansas; 

The  First  National  Bank,  of  Emporia,  Kansas;  and 

The  Second  National  Bank,  of  Leavenworth,  Kansas, 
large  sums  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  to 
wit:  The  sum  of  $100,000  placed  in  his  possession  and  custody 
as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  and  not  then  and  there  ordered 
by  any  proper  department  or  officer  of  the  State  government  of 
Kansas  to  be  transferred  or  paid  out  to  said  banks,  or  either  of 
them;  and  the  said  Treasurer  aforesaid  did  then  and  there  im- 
properly permit  the  said  banks  aforesaid  to  use  the  said  public 
moneys  aforesaid  so  loaned  and  deposited  with  them. 
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ARTICLE  V. 
That  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes,  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  on  Jan- 
uary 2d,  1874,  wrongftilly  and  illegally  contriving  and  intending 
to  conceal  the  true  condition  of  the  treasury  of  the  State  of  Kan- 
sas, and  of  his  accounts  as  such  Treasurer,  did  then  and  there 
&lsely  represent  and  state  to  Samuel  S.  McFadden,  duly  ap- 
pointed and  empowered  by  the  board  of  examination  of  the 
State  of  Kansas  to  make  a  thorough  and  complete  examination 
of  the  assets  and  effects  which  were  in  the  treasury  of  the 
State  of  Kansas  on  the  said  2d  day  of  January,  1874,  that  as 
such  Treasurer  he  was  entitled  to  be  credited  with  the  sum  of 
$10,000  for  and  on  account  of  the  sum  of  $10,000  having  been 
forwarded  on  the  28th  of  December,  1873,  to  the  firm  of  Messrs. 
Gilman,  Son  &  Co.,  of  New  York  city,  to  pay  maturing  interest; 
and  did  then  and  thereby  induce  the  said  Samuel  S.  McFadden 
to  believe  and  report  that  said  Treasurer  was  entitled  to  have 
counted  as  assets  in  the  treasury  the  said  sum  of  $10,000,  when 
in  truth  and  in  &ct  the  said  $10,000  should  not  have  been 
counted  as  assets  of  the  treasury,  as  the  same  was  not  in  the 
treasury,  and  the  said  amount  had  never  been  forwarded  to  the 
said  firm  of  Messrs.  Gilman,  Son  A  Co.,  of  New  York  city.  All 
of  which  was  then  and  there  well  known  to  the  said  Josiah  E. 
Hayes:  and  thereby  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes  was  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  in  his  said  office  of  Treasurer  of  the  State  of 

Kansas. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

That  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes,  Treasurer  aforesaid,  on  January 
2d,  1874,  wrongfully  and  illegally  contriving  and  intending  to 
deceive  the  board  of  examination  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  duly 
authorized  to  make  a  thorough  and  complete  examination  of  the 
assets  and  effects  which  were  and  should  be  in  the  treasury  of  the 
said  date  to  one  Samuel  8.  McFadden,  an  accountant  appointed 
by  said  board  to  aid  in  the  examination  of  the  said  treasury,  a 
letter  from  one  Geo.  F.  Parmelee,  cashier  of  the  Shawnee  County 
Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas,  stating  that  $50,000  was  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  Treasurer  aforesaid,  at  the  bank  of  the  New  York  Loan 
and  Indemnity  Co.  of  New  York  city,  and  did  then  and  there 
induce  the  said  Samuel  S.  McFadden  and  the  said  board  of  ex- 
amination to  report  that  the  said  State  treasury  was  entitled  to  a 
credit  on  January  2d,  1874,  for  the  amount  of  $9,755.59,  as  an 
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amount  on  deposit,  with  the  New  York  Loan  and  Indemnity  Co. 
of  New  York  city,  to  the  credit  of  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid, 
and  on  said  day  the  said  Treasurer  did  falsely  state  that  the 
balance  of  the  said  $50,000  on  deposit  in  said  bank  had  been 
drawn  out,  when  in  truth  and  in  fact  the  said  letter  was  a  fiilse 
voucher,  and  the  said  money  was  not  then  and  there  in  the  treas- 
ury of  the  State,  or  on  deposit  with  the  bank  of  the  New  York 
Loan  and  Indemnity  Co.  of  New  York,  and  no  part  or  portion 
of  the  said  $50,000  had  ever  been  on  deposit  with  the  bank  of 
the  New  York  Loan  and  Indemnity  Co.  of  New  York,  and  no 
part  of  the  same  had  ever  been  drawn  from  the  said  bank,  and 
all  of  this  was  then  and  there  well  known  to  the  said  Treasurer 
aforesaid:  and  thereby  the  said  Josiah  £.  Hayes  was  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  in  his  said  office  of  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Kansas. 

ARTICLE  VIL 

That  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes,  Treasurer  aforesaid,  on  January 
2d,  1874,  did  then  and  there  unlawfully  convert  to  his  own  use  and 
benefit  the  sum  of  $10,000,  then  and  there  being  a  portion  of  the 
public  moneys,  funds  and  property  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  received 
by  him  as  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  prior  to  said  date,  for  safe- 
keeping, transfer  and  disbursement,  and  then  and  there  did  fail  and 
refuse  to  produce  or  account  for  the  said  sum  of  $10,000,  so  received 
by  him  as  such  Treasurer  aforesaid,  to  one  Samuel  S.  McFadden,  on 
due  demand  being  made  therefor,  he,  the  said  Samuel  S.  McFad- 
den, being  then  and  there  duly  appointed  as  an  accountant  by  the 
board  of  examination  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  duly  authorized  to 
make  a  thorough  and  complete  examination  of  all  the  accounts, 
books  and  assets,  which  were  or  should  have  been  in  the  treasury 
of  the  State  of  Kansas,  on  January  2d,  1874,  and  to  count  all  the 
moneys  in  the  said  treasury ;  and  he,  the  said  Samuel  S.  McFadden, 
then  and  there  having  fiill  and  complete  authority  to  demand 
from  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  the  production  of  the  said 
$10,000,  public  money  of  the  State  of  Kansas  as  aforesaid,  or 
that  the  same  should  be  duly  accounted  for,  in  order  that  the 
necessary  calculations,  and  statements,  and  report  required  of 
him  by  the  said  board  of  examination  of  the  State  of  Kansas, 
could  be  made  by  the  said  Samuel  S.  McFadden  of  the  condition 
of  the  treasury  of  State,  and  the  accounts  of  the  State  Treasurer 
on  January  2d,  1874:  and  thereby  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes  was 
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guilty  of  a  mifidemeanor  in  his  office  of  Treasurer  of  the  State  of 


ARTICLE  VIU. 

That  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes,  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  from 
March  Ist,  1873,  to  February  28th,  1874,  has  willfully  and  im- 
properly neglected  to  attend  to  lus  duty  as  Treasurer  of  the  State 
of  Kansas,  and  has  wrongfully  committed  to  the  charge  of  John 
G.  Collins  the  care  and  management  of  the  treasury  of  the  State 
of  Kansas,  and  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  said  office  of 
Treasurer.  That  under  the  management  of  said  John  C.  Collins 
as  clerk  of  the  said  Treasurer,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  Josiah 
£.  Hayes,  there  has  been  a  gross  neglect  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  said  office,  and  a  disregard  of  the  provisions  of  law 
governing  the  conduct  of  the  treasury  of  the  State  of  Kansas, 
to  wit: 

1st  That  said  John  C.  Collins,  as  such  clerk  as  aforesaid,  has 
accepted  and  received  in  payment  of  large  sums  of  money  due 
the  treasury,  and  which  were  then  and  there  due  on  that  account 
and  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  State  as  such  officer  in  the 
months  of  January  and  July,  of  1873,  drafts,  certificates  of  de- 
posit, bills  of  exchange,  and  certified  checks,  to  the  fiill  sum  of 
$100,000. 

2d.  That  the  board  of  examination  of  the  State  of  Eitnsas, 
authorized  to  make  a  thorough  and  complete  examination  and 
inspection  of  the  books,  accounts,  assets  and  effects,  ^ich  were 
and  should  have  been  in  the  treasury  of  the  State  on  January  2d, 
1874,  was  deceived  and  misled  as  to  the  true  condition  of  the 
said  treasury  by  the  said  John  C.  Collins  as  such  clerk  on  said  day. 

3d.  That  between  March  Ist,  1873,  and  February  2l8t,  1874, 
the  said  John  C.  Collins,  as  such  clerk,  loaned  to  various  individ- 
uals, and  deposited  in  the  following  banks,  to  wit: 

The  Topeka  National  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas; 

The  Capitol  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas; 

The  First  National  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas; 

The  Shawnee  County  Bank,  of  Topeka,  Kansas; 

The  Topeka  Bank  and  Savings  Institution,  of  Topeka,  Kansas; 

The  First  National  Bank,  of  Manhattan,  Kansas; 

The  First  National  Bank,  of  Emporia,  Kansas;  and 

The  Second  National  Bank,  of  Leavenworth,  Kansas, 
large  sums  of  the  public  moneys  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  to  wit: 
30 
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The  sum  of  $100,000  placed  in  the  possession  and  custody  of  the 
State  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  and  not  then  and  there  ordered  by 
any  proper  department  or  officer  of  the  State  government  of 
Kansas,  to  be  transferred  or  paid  out  to  any  person  or  to  said 
banks,  or  either  of  them,  and  the  said  John  C.  Collins,  as  clerk 
of  said  Treasurer,  did  then  and  there  improperly  permit  individ- 
uals and  the  said  banks  aforesaid,  to  use  the  said  public  moneys 
aforesaid,  so  loaned  and  deposited  with  them. 

4th.  The  books  and  accounts  in  the  said  Treasurer's  office  have 
been  kept  in  a  grossly  negligent  and  careless  manner. 

5th.  The  said  John  C.  Cbllins,  as  such  clerk,  held  and  retained 
certificates  of  deposit,  checks  and  drafts,  of  large  amounts  in 
the  office  of  the  treasury,  received  by  the  Treasurer  aforesaid,  for 
an  indefinite  period,  thereby  releasing  the  drawers  thereof  for 
want  of  diligence,  and  endangering  the  fund  in  the  treasury;  and 
the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes,  with  knowledge  of  the  said  iacte  as 
aforesaid,  neglected  and  refused  to  remove  the  said  John  C.  Col- 
lins from  his  position  as  clerk  of  said  Treasurer,  and  still  continues 
to  n^lect  and  refuse  to  relieve  the  said  John  C.  Collins  of  his  said 
employment  as  such  clerk  as  aforesaid:  and  thereby  the  said 
Josiah  E.  Hayes  was  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  in  his  said  office 
of  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Kansas. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

That  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes,  Treasurer  aforesaid,  has  dur- 
ing the  present  term  of  his  office,  as  Treasurer  of  the 
State  of  E^ansas,  retained  in  his  employ,  John  C.  Collins, 
and  confided  to  his  care  and  control  the  immediate  charge 
and  custody  of  the  public  moneys  belonging  to  the  treas- 
ury of  said  State,  and  the  receiving  and  disbursing  of  the 
same,  and  with  the  knowledge  of  the  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes  the 
assets  and  moneys  belonging  to  the  said  treasury  have  been 
negligently  and  carelessly  received  and  disbursed.  That  the  said 
Treasurer  has  failed  and  refused  to  personally  examine  and  count 
the  assets,  effects,  and  moneys  in  the  said  treasury,  and  by  reason 
of  the  mismanagement  of  the  moneys,  assets,  and  accounts  of 
said  treasury,  and  the  unlaw^l  trausactioos  of  the  business 
of  the  said  treasury,  under  the  charge  of  the  said  John 
C.  Collins,  great  losses  have  been  sustained  of  the  said  public 
moneys  and  assets  belonging  to  the  said  treasury;  and  the  said 
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Josiah  E.  Hayes,  with  full  knowledge  of  the  miBiaaBagement  of 

the  duties  of  the  said  John  C.  Collins,  and  in  disregard  of  the 

public  interests  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  neglected  and  revised, 

and  continues  to  neglect  and  refuse  to  remove  the  said  John  C. 

Collins  from  his  position  as  clerk  of  such  Treasurer,  as  aforesaid, 

and  at  the  same  time  refuses  to  give  personal  attention  to  the 

said  office,  and  fails  to  diligently  and  faithfully  exercise  the 

duties  of  the  same :  and  thereby  die  said  Josiah  E.  Hayes  was 

guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  in  his  said  office  of  Treasurer  of  the  State 

of  Kansas.

Josiah  E.  Hayes  may  be  put  to  answer  the  misdemeanors  in  office 
as  herein  charged,  and  that  such  proceedings,  examinations,  trials 
and  judgment  may  be  had  and  given  thereupon  as  are  agreeable 
to  law  and  justice.

1869,"  as  follows:

An  Act  supplemental  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  countieB  and 

county  officers,"  approved  February  29,  1868. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legielature  of  the  State  of  Kanaaa: 
Section  1.  Every  county  commissioner,  hereafter  elected  or  appointed  in 
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the  State,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  execute  to  the 
State  of  Kansas  a  bond  with  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  residents  of  his 
county,  to  be  approved  hj  the  probate  judge  and  filed  in  his  office.  In 
counties  containing  five  thousand  inhabitants  or  less,  the  amount  of  such 
bond  shall  be  one  Uiousand  dollars;  in  counties  containing  over  five  thou- 
sand and  not  more  than  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  the  amount  of  such  bond 
shall  be  two  thousand  dollars;  in  counties  containing  over  ten  thousand  and 
not  more  than  twenty  thousand  inhabitants,  the  amount  of  ftnch  bond  shall 
be  five  thousand  dollars;  and  in  all  counties  containing  over  twei^tj  thou- 
sand inhabitants,  the  amount  of  such  bond  shall  be  seven  thousand  dollars.

the  best  of  his  Judgment  and  ability,  obserre,  comply  with,  and  enforce  the  laws  of  the« 
State  of  Kansas  in  all  Ids  actions  and  conduct  in  relation  to  the  duties  of  his  said  office 
and  that  he  will  in. all  respects,  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  fiilthfUlly  and 
Tigilantly  protect,  defend,  and  labor  for  the  public  interest  against  frauds,  illegal  ac- 
tions, and  irregularities  of  every  kind ;  then  this  obligation  to  be  void,  otherwise  to  be 
In  fuU  force." 

Sec.  2.  For  any  violation  of  any  of  the  conditions  of  said  bond  afiTecting 
a  private  right,  or  whereby  any  person  or  persons  may  sufier  wrong  or 
injury,  the  person  or  persons  who  are  aggrieved  or  injured  thereby,  shall 
have  the  right  to  maintain  an  action  on  said  bond  in  the  name  of  the  State 
of  Kansas,  for  his  or  their  use,  for  the  damages  sustained  by  such  person  or 
persons  as  aforesaid.  And  for  any  violation  of  any  of  the  conditions  of 
said  bond,  whereby  the  right  and  interest  of  such  county  or  the  State  shall 
be  prejudiced  or  injured,  the  county  or  State  so  injured  shall  have  a  right 
of  action  on  said  bond  for  the  damages  so  sustained.  Such  action  shall  be 
prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Kansas  for  the  benefit  of  the  parties 
so  injured. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  publi- 
cation in  the  statute  book. 

Because  we  believe  it  to  be  a  wise  and  judicious  movement  in 
the  interest  of  reformation,  by  placing  another  safeguard  around 
our  public  affairs.
